A delegation from the Senate informed the House that the Senate was 
ready to meet in Joint Session. 


The Honorable Senate entered. 


The President of the Senate in the Chair, the Joint Session was called 
to order. 


The Secretary of the Senate called the roll of the Senate. 


A quorum of both Houses being present, the Joint Session convened. 
The Governor was informed that the Senate and the House of Representa- 
tives were convened in Joint Assembly and were ready to hear his message. 


The President of the Senate thereupon appointed Senator Moss of Flat- 
head, Senator Wilson of Toole, and Representatives Bricker of Cascade, 
Loble of Lewis and Clerk, and Loughran of Silver Bow, as a committee to 
escort His Excellency, The Governor, to the rostrum. 


His Excellency, Governor John W. Bonner, then appeared, and, upon 
being escorted to the rostrum, was introduced by the President of the Senate 
and ‘delivered the following message: 


Mr. President, Mr. Speaker and Members of the Thirty-first Legislative 
Assembly: 


I can find no language within my vocabulary to adequately express my 
gratitude to the people of Montana who have so signally honored me. Upon 
assuming office as your Governor I am not unmindful of the great responsi- 
bility of my position and right here and now I desire to thank you from the 
very bottom of my heart for the confidence reposed in me. 


On Monday, the Chief Justice of this great State did, in the presence 
of a convocation of friends, administer to me my oath of office. I desire 
to give you the positive assurance that I shall not regard indifferently the 
sacredness of that oath. 


With the present deplorable world conditions threatening to stamp out 
every essence of democracy and with our own perplexing governmental 
problems which call for straightforward action and thinking — now, more 
than ever, each public official and employee must realize his position as 
one of trust —the violation of which may well be a contributing cause to 
the weakening of our cherished democratic form of government. 


I pledge anew my love and loyalty to my native State and pledge to 
her unselfish service. Born and reared on Montana soil, educated and trained 
in her educational institutions, honored beyond measure by her people, I am 
ready to give my very best to her upbuilding. 


For nearly two centuries, the territory comprising Montana has been a 
vital factor in the political affairs of men. During this era, at least, three 
countries have endeavored to manifest their sovereignty over her. Woven 
into her thrilling history of war and peace has been exploration, the hardy 
endeavors of our pioneers, romance and heroism. 


Today we are here assembled for the thirty-first time in the history of 
our State, as a new Te ha administration is being mobilized for service. 
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As members of this legislature, I know the spirit with which you enter 
upon your duties. You are all imbued with the great desire to perform a 
useful service for the people of Montana and upon this foundation, democ- 
racy rests. Government must be responsive to the-wishes of its citizens. 
In order to attain a real democratic government, we all must have a keen 
understanding of the lessons of experience, a broad vision of the future, a 
thorough appreciation of the factors which determine Montana’s economic 
welfare and last, but not least, an attitude of unselfishness. 


I know the people of Montana. Recently I have met them face to face 
all over this great State of ours. No one can travel this great State and 
meet its people without experiencing the thrill and throb of the growing 
pulse of the people for a fine, high type of civilization which permits no 
dishonesty in private thinking, no camouflage in social life and no double 
dealing in public service. 


We, as Montana’s elected servants, have the duty to direct the destinies, 
to make and administer the laws, to lift high the ideals, to protect the weak 
and curb the greed of the strong, to perpetuate the liberty, to guarantee 
the industrial freedom of over half a million people. 


It is a challenge that comes but once in a lifetime and I know that we 
all are more than willing to accept that challenge by doing our very best 
for the interests of all our people. 


Only a part of the men and women of Montana elected me Governor — 
yet, as I took the oath of office Monday, I stepped beyond the narrow and 
selfish confines of partisan politics, and became the Governor for every man, 
woman and child who lives within the boundaries of Montana. And so it is 
with you, as representatives of the people. The future is before us. No 
prejudice should thwart our purpose —no bias should encumber our judg- 
ment and no personalities should becloud our vision or hamper our endeavors. 
Petty political bickerings should not exhaust our energies which are now so 
sorely needed for the welfare of our people. 


We are not here to build political fences or to construct political ma- 
chines. Personally, I shall call around me to fill positions those in whom 
I have confidence and I shall remove from office, without fear, or one single 
thought of the future, any or all of them if I find that they do not live up 
to my expectations. 


Conforming to our Constitution, I will now proceed to give you informa- 
tion concerning the condition of our State, recommendations for the enact- 
ment by you of such measures as I deem expedient, and my estimates of the 
amount of money required to be raised by taxation for all purposes in 
the State. 


FINANCES 


Our State Auditor has informed me that on December 1, 1948, we had 
a balance of $8,993,592.89 in the General Fund and our State Accountant 
has informed me that our actual income for the fiscal year 1947-1948, as 
compared to the estimated income for the same period, is as follows:

The State Accountant has also informed me that our present income far 
exceeds our unexpended appropriations. 
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It is common knowledge that present salaries paid to city, county and 
state officials and employees are generally inadequate when we take the 
cost of living into consideration and salaries paid to others for the same 
type of work and responsibility. I therefore recommend that you do every- 
thing possible to rectify this situation. 


If our income is carefully expended, I am convinced that, save for high- 
ways, our present revenues will adequately provide for the proper function 
of State affairs, without additional new taxes, except in cases where com- 
modities are not now taxed and which are akin to those commodities now 
subject to taxation. 


We have duplications of duties in our State Government. I recommend 
that a committee be appointed to study the duplication which exists in. our 
State Government and that you pass appropriate legislation, during this 
Session, eliminating such duplications, which will result in a saving to the 
taxpayers of this State. 


Unless we call a halt to duplication of duties and practice economy 
wherever possible, it is obvious that we cannot live within our income, no 
matter what new taxes are imposed upon our citizens. If you see fit to 
increase the expenses of State Government, you should also consider the 
source of revenue or taxation to take care of these expenses. 


Montana’s tax laws have not been revised since 1921. It is.my belief 
that the State’s whole tax structure should be carefully reappraised, and I 
therefore further recommend that you set up a Commission with the neces- 
sary finances, to study Montana’s tax structure and report its findings to 
the next Legislature. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Everyone is conversant with the fact that we are faced with a serious 
problem concerning our public school system. It is needless to say that 
all the children of this State, whether they reside in rural areas or in towns 
or cities, are entitled to equal educational opportunities, but such a condition 
does not exist. 


Many of our districts do not have the same financial means as other 
districts and, because of such inequalities, our public school system is not 
what it should be. It is my opinion that we should have superior public 
schools from kindergarten through college. This we do not have and it is 
therefore obvious that we must inaugurate a new system of financing and 
effect a new system of organization if we are to have the type of school 
system we desire in this State and to which our children are entitled. 


It would appear that the inequalities of taxation concerning our schools 
may be removed by an adequate contribution from a State level which would 
insure equalities of educational opportunities for any child, regardless of 
where he lives, in Montana. 


Contributions from a State level could well be in the nature of non-real 
property taxes which would, in effect, constitute replacement taxes in that 
they would tend to reduce and eliminate further taxes on real property for 
school purposes. 


Numerous revenue proposals have been advocated in order to solve our 
present educational problem and such proposals, in my opinion, must be 
considered in light of the entire financial condition and obligations of the 
State. Additional sources of revenue will, of course, depend on all financial 
measures considered and passed by you, in this Session, for the State as a 
whole. For this reason, I am not, at this time, making specific reeommenda- 
tions as to sources of revenue for the solution of our school problem because, 
at the present time, it appears that this is a matter wholly within your good 
judgment and discretion. 
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Our school problem should be solved during this Legislature and I there- 
fore recommend that you give the closest scrutiny to the recommendations 
of the Montana Citizens Committee on Education and the recommendations 
of any other committee whose objective is to better the public school system 
of this State. 


TEACHERS’ RETIREMENT ACT 


The Montana Teachers’ Retirement Act has been of great value to our 
retired teachers and our educational system. The provisions of this act are 
far from perfect and may be improved. I therefore recommend that you 
carefully consider this act with the view of liberalizing it in light of the 
changing employment conditions since its enactment. I know we all agree 
that we must continue to do everything possible to attract worthy persons 
to the teaching profession in order to maintain a high standard of education. 
I therefore recommend that you seriously consider any legislative program 
presented to you for the betterment of our Teachers Retirement Act. 


HOUSING 


It is common knowledge that we have a serious housing condition exist- 
ing in Montana and I recommend that you memorialize Congress to pass 
legislation which will provide means with which our citizens may procure 
reasonable and adequate housing facilities at the earliest possible moment. 


PUBLIC WELFARE 


We all recognize that it is our duty to adequately care for the needy- 
aged, the blind and neglected and dependent children so that they may live 
in decency. It is obvious to everyone of us that the increasing living costs 
have far offset increased payments, and I therefore recommend that you 
carefully examine the situation affecting these worthy beneficiaries of State 
assistance and enact appropriate legislation which will substantially increase 
their monthly allowances. At the present time their allowances are far from 
adequate and therefore should be given special attention. 


HOME FOR THE AGED 


One of the most serious problems confronting Montana today is that of 
caring for the needy-aged persons who are not insane, by providing a home 
for them in order that they be adequately cared for. This is a matter that 
should not be delayed and J earnestly urge that you provide a home for the 
needy-aged, separate and distinct from our State Hospital, so that these 
unfortunate persons will not be committed to Warm Springs, as is now the 
case in many instances. 


STATE HOSPITAL 


Another serious problem confronting the people of Montana is that of 
making our State Hospital a fit place for the unfortunates who are com- 
mitted there. I know we all feel a deep responsibility for our mentally-ill 
fellow-citizens. We must see to it that these patients receive the best of 
medical care, that they are well-housed, receive just treatment and have a 
high standard of living. I therefore ask that you give special consideration 
to this problem and make adequate appropriations to meet the objectives 
which I have just enumerated. From my information, with the completion 
of the present building program, the patients will be adequately housed and 
special attention should now be given to appropriations for the food and 
other requirements necessary to meet a high standard of living — medical 
care and adequate and efficient personnel. 


WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION 


In light of the high cost of living, I recommend most earnestly that 
the weekly payments made under our Workmen’s Compensation Law be 
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increased substantially because payments now made are inadequate. In 
order to bring about more justice in the administration of the Workmen’s 
Compensation Law, I also recommend that the waiting period for a single 
person be reduced to one week, as is the case with a married person. 


Furthermore, I recommend that in case of an injury causing death, 
that the beneficiary be paid for 500 weeks, as is the case with those who 
sustain permanent disability and I also recommend a twenty-five per cent 
increase in the number of weeks for specific injury. 


LABOR DEPARTMENT 


Labor in this State is entitled not only to official recognition but to a 
separate department in our State government in order that there be an 
efficient administration of our labor laws. In order to establish this vital 
and worthy department, it is necessary that you pass appropriate legisla- 
tion so that a Constitutional amendment, providing for a Labor Department, 
be submitted to the voters at the 1950 election. I recommend that such 
legislation be passed by you at this Session. 


UNEMPLOYMENT COMPENSATION 


Because of the present high cost of living and in order to further aid 
those who are unfortunate enough to be unemployed, I recommend that our 
Unemployment Compensation Laws be amended to provide for a substan- 
tial increase in the maximum weekly benefits, dependents’ allowances, a 
longer uniform potential duration and a reduction of the waiting period to 
one week. 


From my information, these beneficial changes may be accomplished 
without a change in the contribution rate. 


In legislation affecting the provisions of our Unemployment Compensa- 
tion Laws, it is my opinion that we should, at all times, be certain to protect 
and maintain an adequate reserve in our Unemployment Fund in the event 
of a period of economic stress which might arise in the future. 


CONSTRUCTION OF INDIAN HOSPITAL FOR TUBERCULAR INDIANS 


By virtue of Public Law 332, 80th Congress, there was appropriated by 
the United States, the sum of $750,000.00 for the purpose of co-operating 
with the State of Montana for the construction, extension and improvement 
of a Tubercular Sanitarium at Galen, Powell County, Montana, for tubercu- 
lar Indians. The original appropriation was for $1,500,000 and Hon. James 
EK. Murray, United States Senator from Montana, as well as Hon. Mike 
Mansfield, Congressman from the Western District of the State of Montana, 
have both expressed their opinions that the next Congress will appropriate 
the additional $750,000.00 for this purpose. In order to avail ourselves of 
this appropriation, the State of Montana must provide additional funds to 
complete the construction, extension and improvement, including regulation 
equipment of the said hospital. From my investigation, I am convinced 
that it is necessary we do everything possible in order to construct the hos- 
pital for the benefit of our tubercular Indians and I therefore seriously 
recommend that a contingent appropriation be made, at the earliest possible 
moment, which will be effective upon Congress appropriating the remaining 
$750,000.00 as I have heretcfore related. 


Personally, from my investigation, I believe that in order to comply 
with the Congressional apprepriation that our contingent appropriation need 
not exceed $700,000.00. 


VETERANS 


As we all know, the veteran and his dependents do not want something 
for nothing, but simply a chance to make a decent living and establish them- 
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selves in their respective communities. In order to accomplish this, worthy 
legislation concerning them should always be carefully considered. In order 
to help the veterans and their dependents to accomplish the objectives I have 
heretofore enumerated, I recommend that legislation be enacted giving non- 
disabled veterans a credit of at least 5% and a disabled veteran a credit of 
at least 10% on all examinations required before employment by the State. 
And I further recommend that such legislation also give such credits to their 
dependents in such examinations. Again, in order to help insure the educa- 
tion of children of veterans killed in action or who died of disease during 
World War II, I recommend that legislation be passed giving those children 
free tuition at any of our Montana public educational institutions. 


I also recommend that you memorialize Congress to pass the Veterans 
Economic Development Act as embodied in H.R. 521 and S. 1652 in the 
80th Congress. This act proposes to set up a five million-dollar backlog 
from which loans may be made to develop and create new industries. The 
act would operate in the same manner as does the Home Owners Loan 
Corporation and other like Federal Agencies which have been entirely self- 
supporting. This legislation would help both veteran and non-veteran and 
bring new business to Montana. 


I also recommend that you give serious consideration to appropriations 
asked for by the Veterans’ Welfare Commission. 


The foregoing constitute matters which I deem essential at. this time in 
order to help the veterans and their dependents and, undobutedly, many other 
worthy measures will be presented to you by the veterans and their depend- 
ents for your consideration and I know you will give these proposed meas- 
ures your utmost attention. 


PIONEER-VETERANS MEMORIAL BUILDING 


Though $400,000.00 has heretofore been appropriated, from my investi- 
gation it is my opinion that $350,000.00 more must be appropriated in order 
to construct the Pioneer-Veterans Memorial Building. This is due to in- 
creased building costs since the last appropriation and because an additional 
room is needed for the reason that I will now give. At the present time, 
a committee is working with the view of procuring a great number of paint- 
ings by Charles M. Russell for the State of Montana. These paintings, in 
order to be adequately kept, must be placed in a room with favorable atmos- 
pheric conditions. In my opinion, the plans for the Pioneer-Veterans Memo- 
rial Building should be altered in order to provide for such a room. The 
appropriation I have just mentioned includes the cost of this room. The 
appropriation will not entail new taxes because ample money for the con- 
struction of this building, so I am advised, is already in the Capitol Building 
Fund and the Veterans Memoyial Fund. 


I recommend that these appropriations be made so that the Pioneer and 
Veterans Memorial Building may be constructed without further delay. 


HIGHWAYS 


We have reached a crisis, as far as our highway situation is concerned, 
in Montana. In my opinion, something must be done by this Legislature 
if we are to save what highways we have and to have an adequate program 
of highway construction in this State. I think it is obvious to all that the 
people of Montana want action now on our highway program. 


Since this last General Election, I have obtained from our State High- 
way Commission the statement of our financial situation and what is going 
to be necessary in order that we can take advantage of Federal funds already 
available. Our present highway financial situation, as given me by the 
Highway Commission, is as follows:

The additional nine millions of dollars of State money which is required 
to match the present available Federal funds, as heretofore shown, over and 
above that of all State funds available including the debentures which will 
be sold, would undoubtedly provide a real aggressive program of highway 
construction for approximately three years. This means, of course, that we 
must provide revenue, during this Session of the Legislature, which will pro- 
vide three millions of dollars a year because it is reasonable to assume that 
Federal funds, in the same proportion, will continue in future years. From 
my investigation, it is my conclusion that we need this type of program in 
the amounts just stated if we are to have the type of highway construction 
and maintenance to which this State is entitled. 


There are, in my opinion, at least six equitable methods by which addi- 
tional revenue may be obtained. These are: 


(1) Increased gasoline tax. 
(2) Increased tax on diesel fuel. 


(8) Imposition of a tax in proportion to the gasoline tax on propane, 
butane and all other fuels excepting gasoline by rating of 
pounds per horsepower hour, used for propelling vehicles of 
any kind upon the highway. 


(4) An annual tax on trucks determined by tonnage. 
(5) An annual tonnage tax on trailers and semi-trailers. 


(6) A caravan law providing that a fee be paid on each vehicle trans- 
. ported for hire on our highways which fees would go to the 
building and maintenance of our highways. 


_ I do not believe that any further tax or license should be placed on 
private passenger vehicles for the obvious reason that a further tax or 
license on such vehicles would be inequitable. 


The people of Montana know that revenue must be raised for the mainte- 
nance and construction of our highways and I again seriously recommend 
that you find ways and means, during this Session, ‘to obtain revenue which 


will insure a real program of highway maintenance and construction for 
Montana. 


__ Delay in solving this problem will avail us nothing but, on the contrary, 
will lead, in my opinion, to a substantial loss of the millions of dollars which 
we have already invested in our roads. Not only this, but the lack of a 
real highway program will inconvenience our own residents and will sub- 
stantially diminish the revenues which Montana each year receives from its 
tourists. In considering our highway situation, I also earnestly call to your 
attention the feasibility of working out a program for farm-to-market roads 
which is essential to the farmers and ranchers of this State. 
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STATE HIGHWAY PATROL 


Our State Highway Patrol is a very efficient organization. It is com- 
posed of high-caliber men and is a credit to this State. However, the 
salaries paid these patrolmen are grossly inadequate and I recommend that 
you seriously consider appropriations which will insure them salaries com- 
mensurate with the fine service they render to this State. 


MUNICIPALITIES AND COUNTIES 


Streets and roads in many of our municipalities and counties are fast. 
deteriorating because of inadequate funds and I therefore recommend that 
you seriously consider any legislation which will aid such towns, cities and 
counties in providing better streets and roads. 


RURAL ELECTRIFICATION 


We are progressing well with Rural Electrification in Montana and I 
am sure you will agree with me that we should continue to do everything 
possible with the view of extending Rural Electrification, wherever we can, 
to every farm and ranch in Montana. 


APPRENTICESHIP COUNCIL 


I heartily endorse the work of the Montana State Apprenticeship 
Council in conjunction with the Federal Bureau of Apprenticeship. The 
work of these agencies is of primary interest and importance to industry, 
including management and labor. At the present, more than 1,200 appren- 
tices in Montana are registered under apprenticeship programs developed 
jointly by the State Apprenticeship Council and the Federal agency with 
management and labor in over 50 apprenticeable trades. Approximately 
85% of these apprentices are veterans of World War II, learning the skills 
of their chosen trades, thus equipping them with the knowledge for future 
journeymanship resulting in security for themselves; providing skilled 
workers to employers; and the public benefiting by having skilled crafts- 
men performing their work. Because of the most worthwhile work being 
performed by these agencies, I request the Legislature again to provide 
adequate funds for the continued successful operation of the Montana State 
Apprenticeship Council, under the State Apprenticeship law. 


RADIO PRIZE CONTESTS 


Participation in Radio Prize Contests has been held illegal in Montana. 
In order that our residents may have the same rights as others who reside in 
the United States to take part in radio prize contests, I recommend appro- 
priate legislation in order to rectify our outmoded laws in this respect. 


AVIATION 


The increasing importance of aeronautics and its functions is becoming 
more and more apparent in its relationship to the economy of our State. 
The use of the airplane by the rancher and businessman is no longer a 
novelty. Crop spraying, by air, for weed and insect control is a proven 
additional utility of the airplane. We must continue to plan ahead in the 
development of landing strips and airports for all communities. Airport 
development is necessary before we can establish feeder airlines to link all 
of our communities with the present excellent airlines now operating through 
Montana. 


I would like to bring to your attention the good work of our State 
Aernautics Commission. This agency, financed only by the industry it repre- 
sents, has accomplished a great deal in the promotion of aeronautics, air- 
port development, and air education. The commission has been aided in this 
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work by the Montana Pilots’ Association, the Flying Farmers’ and other 
aviation groups. Your support of any recommendations the commission 
may make will be justified. Montana can benefit materially in fostering 
aviation. . 


LIQUOR CONTROL BOARD 


I recommend that you thoroughly investigate our Liquor Control system 
with the view of squeezing politics and corruption out of its operation so 
that it will be operated efficiently for the benefit of the people of this State. 


As long as I am Governor there will be no brokerage system and I 
recommend that legislation be passed prohibiting brokerage, in connection 
with our liquor monopoly system. 


In order to administer the Liquor Control] Act more efficiently and to 
procure more revenue for the people of this State, I recommend the enact- 
ment of legislation which will authorize and direct the Montana Liquor 
Control Board to purchase, safely keep and sell identification stamps serially 
numbered to be affixed to each and every bottle of distilled spirits, wines, 
cordials or liquors sold by or under the authority of the Liquor Control 
Board. 


During the last Session, a law was passed limiting the number of retail 
liquor and beer licenses. As a result, newly-established posts of national 
veterans’ organizations and lodges of national fraternal organizations are 
without liquor and beer licenses because such licenses have been over- 
subscribed in the area in which these posts and lodges are situated. In 
order to remedy this situation, I recommend legislation which will give a 
legitimate national fraternal or legitimate national veterans’ organization, 
which has been in existence for at least five years, the right to procure 
liquor and beer licenses. In order to avoid speculation in beer and liquor 
licenses, I recommend legislation which will provide that all liquor licenses 
and beer licenses, which are not actually used by the owners thereof within 
60 days after issuance by the Liquor Control Board, be automatically can- 
celled. 


In order to permit the retail liquor dealers to legitimately carry on their 
business with the prospect of a reasonable return on their investment, as is 
the case with other merchants, I recommend that this Legislature enact 
legislation giving the retail liquor dealers a 10% discount on liquor pur- 
chased in quantities by them from the State. This procedure would conform 
to standard merchandising practices, as where the retail merchant purchases 
in quantity from a wholesaler. 


Under the present law, one selling liquor to a minor can be tried only 
in the Justice Court. The selling of liquor to a minor, in my opinion, is a 
grievous offense and is one for the District Court where a greater penalty 
can be meted out in the event the defendant is found guilty. I therefore 
recommend appropriate legislation which will make the selling of liquor 
to a minor a major offense with a severe penalty in the event of conviction. 


SOCIAL CLUBS 


Since you last assembled here, Social Clubs have grown over this State 
like mushrooms. There has not been a case insofar as I can determine, which 
has determined whether or not any of these Social Clubs have conformed to 
existing laws. These clubs, in many instances, have received licenses from 
the State to operate slot machines. Many of these clubs carry on open 
gambling. At the same time, as most everyone knows, without the guise of 
Social Clubs, slot machines are being illegally operated openly and notori- 
ously, in violation of law in many counties of this State. In many instances, 
I am informed, individuals or syndicates control the operation of these slot 
machines. This practice is, of course, a racket, constitutes corruption and 
should not be tolerated. Only the illegal operators and corrupt public offi- 
cials profit under this system. ; 
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I am informed that the United States (Department of Internal Revenue) 
licensed 6,019 slot machines in Montana last year while only 3,162 of such 
machines were licensed by this State during the same period of time. Some 
of our retail liquor dealers benefit from the operation of Social Clubs be- 
cause of their right to have licensed slot machines. This causes unfair 
discrimination among the liquor retail dealers for the reason that those who 
are not benefiting from slot machines obviously cannot compete successfully 
with those retail dealers who are benefiting from the operation of Social 
Clubs, or illegal gambling whether it be by slot machines or otherwise. The 
result is, therefore, unfair competition. I believe we should face the issues 
as they stand. Either all slot machines operating in the State should pay 
a high State license tax for the benefit of our citizens or be completely 
banned by honest, decent and courageous enforcement of the law, save those 
which are operated under license by truly recognized fraternal and veteran 
organizations or by truly charitable institutions. These are matters for you 
and for you alone to rectify during this Session and I so recommend. 


WATER CONSERVATION BOARD 


One of the essential programs for Montana is, of course, Reclamation. 
We must go ahead with this fine program and any adequate financial pro- 
visions which will permit the Water Conservation Board to proceed with its 
projects, merits, in my opinion, your serious consideration. 


STATE BOARD OF EQUALIZATION 


Chapter 218, Revised Codes of Montana, 1935, was declared unconstitu- 
tional with respect to interstate commerce, in State vs. Montana-Dakota 
Utilities Company, 114 Montana 161. Thus, natural gas exported through a 
pipe line originating in Montana for use without the State, escapes taxation. 
In order to correct this situation, I suggest that a law taxing the production 
of natural gas be enacted, incorporating a provision that the production tax 
be offset by any distribution tax paid on the same gas. 


At the present time Montana has no law providing for a tax on aircraft 
engaged in interstate commerce. I recommend that the Legislature give 
careful consideration to the enactment of legislation which will correct this 
deficiency in our present taxation law. 


Our freight line company tax law, as amended in 19385, was declared 
unconstitutional by the Supreme Court in December, 1945. Since the deci- 
sion, no taxes have been collected on freight line property. The law form- 
erly brought in about $35,000 annually which was credited to the State 
Public School General Fund. A new law should be enacted to again place 
this property on the tax rolls and I so recommend. 


Throughout this State most hotels and other public lodging places have 
portable coin operated radios, supplied by foreign concerns, for the use of 
their patrons. Being portable, they can easily avoid taxation on the first 
Monday of March, but if they are required to be licensed, the State will 
derive substantial revenue from that source. For that reason, I reeommend 
that a law be enacted to license each such coin-operated radio. 


The State Board of Equalization has found evidence that tax stamps 
issued by this State to evidence payment of a tax upon required articles have 
been removed for use upon other taxable items or forged, thereby depriving 
the State of revenue. I recommend that a law be enacted prescribing the 
manner of affixing of such stamps and prescribing a penalty for defrauding 
the State of Montana. 


Of major importance is the matter of reclassification and revaluation of 
real property and improvements, in rural and urban areas in each county 
and I recommend appropriate legislation to bring this about. Unequal tax 
burdens exist among the taxpayers and among different classes of property. 
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Section 2028, Revised Codes, 1935, enacted in 1921, authorize a levy to defray 
the cost of classification in each county, but does not authorize or provide 
for reclassification. There is no other statute pertaining thereto. 


A resolution was passed by the county assessors of Montana at their 
last annual meeting that the reclassification should be done under the super- 
vision, or by, the State Board of Equalization, in order to obtain uniformity 
throughout the State. 


While much preliminary work has been done under the limitation of 
the said statute, in co-operation with the Soil Analysis. Department of the 
Montana State College, the Extension Service, the County Assessors and 
the Boards of County Commissioners, a new act is necessary before authority 
exists for such reclassification and revaluation. If the work is to be done 
by the State Board of Equalization, an appropriation sufficient for the 
purpose will be needed. 


FISH AND GAME DEPARTMENT 


We must inaugurate a program of immediate restoration and develop- 
ment of Fish and Game resources to the fullest extent in this State and I 
especially invite your attention to any legislation which will aid in bringing 
this about. 


PURCHASING AGENT 


The present laws relating to State purchases by the State Purchasing 
Agent are impractical. The statute requiring notice by publication before 
purchase, would, in many instances, cost the State of Montana over the 
period of a year, many thousands of dollars. Because of this fact, Pur- 
chasing Agents for many years, in order to avoid the heavy costs of publica- 
tion, have sent out invitations by mail to persons and corporations interested 
in submitting bids. This practice has at times caused confusion, delay and 
needless litigation. 


I therefore recommend that you pass appropriate legislation which will 
make workable our laws relating to State purchases by the Purchasing 
Agent which will be economical to the people of this State and, at the same 
time, safeguard all purchases made by the State. 


INCOME TAX 


Many of our citizens are contributing to more than 50% for the support 
of persons over 18 years of age. Under our present law (Sec. 2295.10 
R.C.M. 1935) these persons are not entitled to an exemption. In my 
opinion, this is unfair and I believe that the law should be amended to 
change the rate of $300.00 to $500.00 with the elimination of any age, pro- 
vided the taxpayer contributes more than 50%. to the support of such 
dependent. 


I recommend the foregoing changes in our Income Tax Law because 
many of our people are supporting children going to college as well as 
ee who are incapable of self support because of mental or physical 

efects. 


POST-WAR PLANNING PROGRAM 


Inasmuch as our Post-War Planning Program has not been completed 
and in order to insure its completion, I recommend that the balances in the 
Post-War Planning Program for the various institutions be reappropriated 
in order to carry them beyond the June 30 fiscal period. 


INDUSTRIAL SURVEY 


With our great resources, undoubtedly we can encourage new business 
to come to this State. However, this will take initiative and planning and 
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co-operation on the part of all of us. With this in mind, I recommend that a 
Montana Resources Development Board be created in order to make a study 
and survey of the State’s resources and industrial and business possibilities 
with appropriate policy recommendations for the next Legislature. 


CONCLUSION 


At no time do I intend to encroach upon the prerogative of your func- 
tions. I sincerely believe that the two departments of Government should 
function independently. Heretofore, I have pointed out to you several 
matters which I believe should be treated by law. It is your province alone 
to prepare and pass measures embodying suggestions on which the people 
of Montana have so clearly spoken in this last election. At all times, I am 
ready to help you either individually or collectively, and to you I offer 
the fullest measure of co-operation. 


The people of Montana are expecting much of this Legislature and 
without question, many of these expectations will end in disappointment 
unless the executive and legislative branches carry out their respective 
duties in utmost harmony. I am confident that all of you know full well 
how intensely the people are thinking. It is your duty and my duty to see 
to it that our actions during this Session of the Legislature meet the approval 
of the people of Montana. 


It was moved by Loble that one thousand copies of the Governor’s 
message be printed for distribution to the members of the House and mem- 
bers of the Senate, to’ the Governor’s offices and other State offices. 


President Cannon appointed the following committee to escort His 
Excellency, the Governor of Montana, to his chambers: Moss, Wilson, Loble, 
Bricker and Loughran. 


It was moved by Senator Moss from Flathead that the Joint Assembly 
of the Legislature now dissolve and the Senate return to their own chambers. 


The committee appointed to escort the Governor to his chamber re- 
turned and was discharged. 


House recessed. 
House resumed. Mr. Speaker in the Chair. 


It was moved by Loble that the House adjourn until 11:00 A. M., January 


6, 1949.

COMMUNICATIONS AND PETITIONS 


Mr. Speaker asked the Clerk to read the Majority and Minority Reports 
of the last Session of the Legislature on Occupational Diseases with partic- 
ular reference to silicosis, which report was read at length as follows: 


Members of the Thirty-First Legislative Assembly, 
State of Montana, 
Helena, Montana. 


Honored Sirs: 


Your commission appointed to study occupational diseases in the State 
of Montana, pursuant to an act of the Thirtieth Legislative Assembly, 1947, 
eg 242, approved March 7, 1947, herewith reports its findings and 
conclusions. 


Your commission held four meetings, three in Butte and one at the 
Galen Sanitarium. 
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After studying the report of a similar commission, made to Governor 
Ayers in January, 1939, and due to the fact that under the law now in effect, 
complete data as to all silicotics is now available, it was decided that public 
hearings such as held by the former commission would bring out practically 
no new facts. Therefore, the present commission unanimously decided that 
public hearings would be unnecessary, superfluous and create an unwarranted 
expense. 


The efforts of this commission were therefore confined to the study of 
silicosis in Montana, as per instructions in the 1947 act, which specifically 
stated in Section 4— “It shall be the duty of said commission to make a 
comprehensive and detailed survey of occupational diseases, with particular 
reference to silicosis, with a view to determine the extent to which such 
disease exists in Montana and the measures by which undesirable existing 
conditions can be remedied.” 


At the request of this commission, the State Department of Public 
Welfare compiled and presented three complete lists pertaining to silicosis 
benefits. One list contained the names of 626 men presently receiving: sili- 
cosis bnefits. A second compilation contained a list of those for whom 
silicosis benefits have been discontinued, and a third list contained the 
names of those to whom silicosis benefits were denied. Two of these lists 
gave a brief history, as to the birthdate, birthplace, places and dates of 
employment, dates of application and date of first pension payment, together 
with present employment, if any. The third list contained birthdate, birth- 
place, date of application for silicosis benefit and the reason why benefit 
was denied. All the lists were as of December, 1947. 


An exhaustive and thorough study of the list of those receiving silicosis 
benefits was made by each member of the commission separately; and at 
the four meetings, a collective study of the facts was made and commented 
upon. 


As a result of these studies we find that 94.63% of those presently 
receiving silicosis benefits are between the ages of 49 and 78; the largest 
group being from 59 to 63 years of age. In the group from 33 to 48 years, 
only 3.17% are receiving benefits. In the group from 79 to 93 years of age, 
only 2.20% are receiving benefits.

From these figures it is clearly evident that the presence of silicosis is 
almost wholly confined to the 49 to 78 age group, which consists of the men 
who have been employed in the mines for many years, especially during 
those years before preventive measures were installed. These preventive 
measures are, specifically: wet drilling, sprinkling and efficient and adequate 
ventilation systems. 
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The factual figures further indicate that the age groups under 49 years 
have not contracted silicosis to any great extent. This warrants the belief 
that silicosis is definitely on the decline and no longer a menace in Montana. 


In order to intelligently follow the case histories of those now, or in the 
future, receiving silicosis benefits, it was unanimously recommended: 


That these individuals be re-examined at three-year intervals.

MINORITY REPORT 


The dissenter concurs with the majority in their report except the last 
paragraph, which reads as follows: 


_ “Tn order to intelligently follow the case histories of those now, or in the 
future, receiving silicosis benefits, it was unanimously recommended: 


That these individuals be re-examined at three-year intervals.” 


Such an examination is not necessary and will cost the State $7.50 for 
the expense of the X-Ray for each of the 626 men now receiving compensa- 
tion plus the expense of the men travelling to Galen for the examination. 
The expense of travelling is usually taken care of by the county or welfare 
board. An X-Ray as proposed by the majority of the commission will not 
stop the disease or help the patient. 


Let it be understood that to date there is no cure for silicosis, which 
is caused by silica dust in the lungs that produces a Be eh fibrous | 
condition of the lungs. 


Once a person is a victim of silicosis, there can be no recovery, the 
disease develops continuously until the stricken one is unable to work. 


INDUSTRIAL HYGIENE 


Most occupational diseases are caused by unsanitary conditions in fac- 
tories, mines or work-shops, and by proper industrial hygiene conditions 
occupational diseases can be prevented. 


The Montana legislature, when it enacted the silicosis law, also enacted 
an industrial hygiene law as a companion measure. 


If the legislature wants to appropriate any money for the prevention 
of occupational diseases, it will be better to consider an appropriation for 
industrial hygiene, as one dollar spent to prevent occupational diseases is 
better than spending for a cure. 


We have made progress in Montana in controlling silicosis. Let us 
continue the work of prevention.

Session of the State of Montana to Make a Study of Juvenile Delinquents 
and Delinquency in the State of Montana, as Provided in Chapter 77 of 
the 1947 Session Laws’’: 


“The commission appointed by Governor Sam C. Ford:on the 19th day 
of January, 1948, consisting of the following members, to-wit:

“Your foregoing commission which was appointed on the 19th day of 
January, 1948, and which organized, met for the first time several months 
thereafter, has held two meetings. The Chairman and Secretary, as well 
as other members, in between times, have worked on the assignment. 


b 


“As the legislature did not appropriate funds of any kind the members 
traveling, hotel, and the expenses of conducting our investigation was paid 
by each member, with the exception of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars 
donated by the State Aerie of the Fraternal Order of Eagles for postage, 
stationery, and some clerical expense. Therefore, little, if anything, should 
be expected of this commission on such a tremendous and vital assign- 
ment. However, each member has spent considerable time, as well as their 
own money, attending meetings, gathering data, resulting in the following 
recommendations: 


“We recommend that Parent-Teachers Associations, schools, civic and 
religious organizations redouble their efforts to enlighten and advise par- 
ents in regard to the best method of guiding, governing and bringing up 
their children. 
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“We recommend that consideration be given by the coming Legislative 
Assembly regarding the advisability cf appointing additional Juvenile 
Officers and District Court Judges to handle only juvenile and domestic 
relation matters. 


“We recommend that the law enforcing agencies, prosecuting officers, 
and citizens of the State of Montana redouble their efforts to see that the 
state liquor law in regard to giving intoxicants to juveniles and to entering 
beer halls, be enforced. That all such agencies and citizens do their utmost 
to see that every violator of our juvenile liquor laws be prosecuted, and that 
if any parents are permitting or contributing to such violation in regard to 
their children that they, likewise, be prosecuted. 


“We recommend that the Montana State Board of Education study the 
Oregon Plan of Visual Sexual Education taught by a film produced and 
financed by the school system of the State of Oregon, and that if the 
Montana State Board of Education approves of it, and feels it is advisable 
to put a similar plan in effect in Montana, that it shall be given the author- 
ity and finances necessary to carry out this program. That if a copy of 
said film can be borrowed or otherwise obtained, that the same be shown 
to the State Board of Education, this committee and the members of the 
next State legislature as early as possible during the coming Session. 


“We recommend that the Montana State Board of Education investigate 
the advisability of a more extensive and broad recreational program which 
can be participated in by all children, and also of the creation of a branch 
of such recreational department that will encourage and promote hobbies 
among our school youths. 


“We recommend that traffic laws be amended so that the enforcing 
officers of the cities and State shall have power to control juveniles in their 
operation of said vehicles, and their parents made responsible for torts 
in regard to same. 


“We recommend that a school for vocational training be established in 
Montana for boys and girls who are not capable of taking regular school 
courses, who could profit by training in some special trade or craft. 


“We recommend that this commission be continued and given a reason- 
able appropriation not only for its own expenses but such as may be deemed 
necessary to make a proper survey of the tremendous and vital problem 
covered by its assignment. We feel that the commission, if properly 
financed, should carefully investigate, obtain data, and make surveys on 
the following questions: 


1. The Delinquent and Pre-Delinquent: Their numbers, ages, sex, and 
distribution in Montana; their scholastic and social groups, and the nature 
of their involvement with the law. 


2. Their Problems and Individual Needs: Such items as mental defec- 
tiveness, parental neglect, bad companionship, and emotional insecurity, 
ete., and such needs as foster home and institutional placement, employ- 
ment, special education, medical care and probationary supervision. 


3. Programs and Surveys Needed: To deal with juvenile delinquency 
successfully in Montana would be to maintain or create the ways and means 
of doing a great variety of things either under private or public auspices, 
and these should be investigated. 


4. Available Resources: In the light of ascertaining needs, the serv- 
ices and facilities already available should be evaluated in an endeavor to 
discover the difference between what we have and what we need. 


5. The Means of Implementation: What laws, funds, organizations, 
personnel and facilities will be required to effect an adequate program for 
treating and preventing delinquency must be formulated and the policies 
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and relationships which should be obtained for the various departments, 
agencies and groups involved must be ascertained. 


“We commend the Montana State Board of Education and the State 
Department of Education for having created a counselling and guidance 
program for the schools of our State and recommending the program to 
continue and develop. 


“We recommend that the laws of the State of Montana, if necessary, 
be amended to make parents liable and responsible in damages for the 
torts of their minor children.”

CONSIDERATION OF MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR 


Special Message of the Governor to the Thirty-first Legislative 
Assembly of the State of Montana: 
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The Industrial Accident Board of the State of Montana is an important 
board, entrusted with the protection of those injured in industry, their 
dependents and survivors. It operates under three plans, known as Plan 
No. 1, Plan No. 2, and Plan No. 3. Plan No. 1 is commonly known as self- 
insurance; Plan No. 2 is insurance through an insurance company author- 
ized to transact business in the State; Plan No. 3 is State insurance. This 
message is concerned only with Plan No. 3. 


Many employers avail themselves of Plan No. 3, and my attention has 
been directed to a matter of grave importance concerning Plan No. 3, State 
insurance, and legislation that, in my considered judgment, is necessary to 
conform to business practices, and the protection of the funds of Plan No. 3. 


Under the Constitution of the State of Montana, Article 12, Section 14, 
the Governor, the State Auditor, and the State Treasurer constitute the 
depository board for the funds of the State of Montana, for the deposit and 
investment of State funds. Section 182, Revised Codes of Montana, 1935, 
provides the procedure for the devosit of State funds, and the making of 
investments of State funds, and enumerates the classes of mvestments 
permitted to be made. With the exception of the Industrial Accident Board, 
I am aware of no other board that makes its own investments and keeps 
in its own portfolio or safety deposit box its securities. It is my firm 
conviction that this should not be done, and that such securities should be 
in the possession of the State Treasurer. The State Treasurer is, by law, 
under a heavy bond, in excess of $200,000.00, whereas the Treasurer of the 
Industrial Accident Board (a member of the board) is bonded only in the 
sum of $50,000.00. The Industrial Accident Fund, at the last report, dated 
December 31, 1947, had invested $3,621,729.79, which securities should be 
in the possession of the State Treasurer, and not in the possession of the 
Industrial Accident Board. The Industrial Accident Board invests the funds 
to which the injured, widows and orphans must look for compensation, and 
the law should be so changed that these securities of the board be invested 
as the Constitution provides, under the direction of the depository board, 
and these securities should be in the possession of the State Treasurer and 
not in the possession of the board, as is the case now. 


I need not point out the hazards involved under existing procedure, and 
its being in conflict with Constitutional mandate. Aside from the Consti- 
tutional requirement, it is not good business for the Industrial Accident 
Board to make its own investments. A depletion of the funds could only 
be remedied by increased rales on compensation or the purchase of invest- 
ments that yield a high rate of interest — investments that might well be 
hazardous. I am advised that there are some securities of the Industrial 
Accident Board of doubtful value. This is in part due to the fact that 
Section 3000, Revised Codes of Montana, 1935, allows the board unlimited 
power to invest in any security it may approve. This is contrary to the 
policy of the State, and in direct conflict with the limits of the type of 
investments provided by Section 182, referred to above. 


For a board to both expend its funds and make its own investments 
is not in keeping with the policy of our law. 


In addition to the foregoing, the board maintains its own current funds 
in a local bank — deposits seldom less than $50,000.00. At intervals the 
board remits to the State Treasurer by check. The law, Section 2990, Re- 
vised Codes of Montana, 1935, requires that money paid to the board, under 
Plan No. 3, should be paid to the State Treasurer, and the practice of the 
board, keeping a separate checking account and then remitting to the 
State Treasurer, should not be further permitted, unless by legislative act. 


To the end that you may know the condition of all funds, I have directed 
the State Bank Examiners to audit the affairs of the Industrial Accident 
Board, and that audit is now in progress. Any independent inquiry by the 
Legislative Assembly of the affairs of the Industrial Accident Board meets 
with my wholehearted approval. 
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It is my considered judgment that the complexion of the Industrial 
Accident Board should be changed. The State Treasurer is a logical mem- 
ber of the board and he should be the treasurer of the Industrial Accident 
Board instead of the State Auditor and I so recommend. As a matter of 
fact, Section 192, Revised Codes of Montana, 1935, requires that the State 
Treasurer be designated the treasurer of each and every State board. So 
far as I am able to learn, he is the treasurer of each and every State board 
with the exception of the Industrial Accident Board. 


The Constitution of the State of Montana, Article 7, Section 7, provides 
that appointments by the Governor should be by and with the consent of 
the Senate. This procedure has not heretofore been followed in connection 
with the appointive member of the Industrial Accident Board, who becomes 
its chairman. I believe the appointment mentioned above should be by and 
with the consent of the Senate. In order to avoid confusion legislation 
should be passed, in my opinion, making it plain that an appointment of 
a chairman of the Industrial Accident Board by the Governor will be by 
and with the consent of the Senate in conformity with the Constitutional 
provision heretofore cited. 


I recommend that appropriate legislation be enacted in furtherance of 


this message.”

House Bill No. 3, being a Constitutional Amendment, and having been 
read three several times, history and title agreed to, was passed by the 
necessary two-thirds vote of the entire membership of the House as required 
by Section 9 of Article 19 of the State Constitution, and in compliance with 
the provision thereof, the bill is set forth in its entirety as follows: 
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HOUSE BILL NO. 3 
Introduced by Anderson of Phillips, Scofield, Blenkner, Armstrong 


A bill for an act entitled: “An act for the submission to the qualified 
electors of the State of Montana of an amendment to Section one (1) of 
Article Eighteen (18) of the Constitution of the State of Montana, relating 
to the separation of the Bureau of Labor and Industry from the Bureau of 

Agriculture.” 


Be It Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. That Section One (1) of Article Eighteen (18) of the Con- 
stitution of the State of Montana be amended as hereinafter provided, and 
that the question of such amendment be submitted to the qualified electors 
of the State of Montana at the general election to be held in November, 
1950. 


Section 2. That Section One (1), of Article Eighteen (18) of the Con- 
stitution of Montana be, and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 1. The Legislative Assembly shall provide for a Department 
of Agriculture, and a separate Department of Labor and Industry to be 
located at the Capitol and each of said departments shall be under the 
control of a separate commissioner who shall be appointed by the Governor, 
subject to the confirmation of the Senate. Each Commissioner shall hold 
office for four (4) years, and until his successor is appointed and qualified; 
the compensation of each Commissioner shall be as provided by law. The 
powers and duties of each commissioner shall be prescribed by the legis- 
lature.” 


Section 3. This amendment shall be submitted to the qualified electors 
of the State of Montana by being placed on the official ballot, provided by 
Vol. 1, Chapter 67, Revised Codes of Montana, 1935, as. amended by Chap- 
ters 81 and 170, Session Laws of Montana, 1939, and as amended by Chap- 
ters 67 and 141, Session Laws of Montana of 1947, and as provided by law, 
and there shall be printed on such ballot the title of this act and the 
following words: 


[] For the amendment. 
[] Against the amendment. 


Each elector shall designate his preference by marking an “X” in the square 
before the proposition for which such elector desires to vote. 


Section 4. The vote cast for and against the amendment above pro- 
posed shall be canvassed, determined and declared as provided by the 
general election laws of the State of Montana. 


Section 5. All acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed.

Honorable Sir: 


The report of the Commission appointed to study occupational diseases 
in the State of Montana, pursuant to an act of the 30th. Assembly, 1947, 
Chapter 242, approved March 7, 1947. 


The union, having had an opportunity to study said report, now wishes 
to register its official objection and exceptions to the report based on the 
following grounds: 


1—. The Commission confined its survey to an analysis of the cases 
receiving silicosis benefits from the state as of December, 1947. To receive 
such benefits one must be totally disabled for work. In short, such re- 
cipients of benefits are suffering from silicosis in the third stage. Now 
every reliable authority on silicosis states that for every one case found 
in the third stage there are several cases in the first and second stages. 
Apparently the commission simply ignored the possibility of the existence 
of numerous first and second stage silicoties. 


2—. The conclusion that silicosis is confined to the age group between 
49 and 78 years is without any foundation in fact. 


3—. The conclusion that mining companies have taken measures for 
the prevention of silicosis is not born out by existing conditions. 


4—, The conclusion that silicosis is “definitely on the decline and no 
longer a menace in Montana” is belied by the very selfsame statistics on 
which the commission bases its report. The reverse is the truth of the 
matter. 


5—. Despite the direction of the Legislative Assembly “to make a 
comprehensive and detailed survey of occupational diseases” it does not 
appear that any effort was made to secure information as to the extent 
of occupational diseases other than silicosis, such as lead poisoning, arsenic 
poisoning, the effects of acid fumes on workers, etc. 
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For the above mentioned reasons it is respectfully requested that prior 
to any action being taken on the report that public hearings dealing with 
the matter contained in the report be scheduled by the proper Committee 
of the Legislative Assembly, and that the officers and members of this 
organization be afforded an opportunity to appear and give testimony.

“provided, however, that the homestead, bona fide, interpreted herein as 
consisting of a city or town lot, or a tract of land, or two or more tracts 
of land with a residence on one tract and a lawn, field, pasture or garden 
on the other tract or tracts, buildings and appurtenances, whether rural 
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or urban, owned and occupied by every head of a family, or his widow, 
minor orphan child or children, who is an honorably discharged veteran 
of the Spanish-American War, or World War II, or of a disabled veteran 
of World War I who is receiving disability compensation from the United 
States Veterans’ Administration, to the assessed value of $3,000.00, for each 
year for a period not to exceed five consecutive years, within the period 
beginning with the year 1951 to and including the year 1960, after which 
time the value of this exemption shall be the same as that allowed to 
other taxpayers of the State of Montana. This exemption shall extend to 
the surviving spouse or minor child or children of a deceased veteran of 
World War II, or of World War I, as hereinbefore provided, and to the 
bona fide homestead when occupied as such and title thereto is in either 
husband or wife, providing that the exemptions shall not be extended to 
more than one homestead owned by the husband or wife and when title 
thereto is in husband or wife.”

CONSIDERATION OF MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR 


January 28, 1949. 


The Speaker of the House, 
House of Representatives, 
Helena, Montana. 


I have the honor to inform you that pursuant to House Memorial No. 
2 Mr. L. R. Durkee, Division Engineer, Federal. Works Agency, and 
Deputy Co-ordinator of Federal Agencies, who has his office in Seattle, 
Washington, has been designated by Major General Philip B. Fleming, 
Federal Works Administrator, under direction of Harry S. Truman, Presi- 
dent of the United States of America, to work with state authorities any 
way possible to attain the relief set forth in your Memorial. 


I have this day designated Scott P. Hart, Chief Engineer of the 
State Highway Commission, to co-ordinate the services of local and gov- 
ernmental bodies, and to represent, and to act for the State of Montana 
in procuring the benefits of Federal assistance under emergency condi- 
tions. 


My information is that there has been allocated from the President’s 
Emergency Fund the sum of $25,000.00 to be used for this purpose, if de- 


sired.

The Montana Rural Rehabilitation Corporation has been dissolved and 
I am informed that the Secretary of Agriculture of the United States of 
America, as a result: thereof, has in his Trust Fund approximately $50,- 
000.00 cash and securities, upon maturity, which will amount to between 
$600,000.00 and $700,000.00. 
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It is my further understanding that legislation will be proposed in 
the present session of Congress to return the funds held in trust by the 
Secretary of Agriculture to the states whose Rural Rehabilitation Cor- 
poration has expired, as in Montana. Of course, legislation may also be 
introduced with the view of having such monies in the Trust Fund revert 
back to the United States. 


In order to insure Montana procuring the tunds held in trust by the 
Secretary of Agriculture of the United States of America, I recommend 
that this Legislature: 


1. Pass a Memorial asking the present Congress to enact legis- 
lation which will enable the State of Montana to procure the monies in 
the Trust Fund of the Secretary of Agriculture of the United States of 
America because of the dissolution of the Montana Rural Rehabilitation 
Corporation; 


2. Pass an act providing for the acceptance of the money in said 
Trust Fund and designate the State Treasurer of Montana to accept said 
money and deposit the same in the General Fund, or in any other fund 
designated by this Legislature in its own good judgment and discretion.

THIRD READING OF HOUSE BILLS

House Bill No. 25 being a Constitutional Amendment, and having 
been read three several times, history and title agreed to, was passed by 
the necessary two-thirds vote of the entire membership of the House as 
required by Section 9 of Article 19 of the State Constitution, and in com- 
pliance with the provisions thereof, the bill is set forth in its entirety as 
follows: 


HOUSE BILL NO. 25 


Introduced by Westlake, McKenna and Wiedman: A bill for an act 
entitled: “An act to provide for the submission to the qualified voters 
of the State of Montana of an amendment to Section 5, Article XIII of 
the Constitution of the State of Montana, relating to the limitation of in- 
debtedness or liability. of a county without the approval of a majority 


of the electors thereof.”

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. That Section 5 of Article XIII of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be amended as hereinafter provided, and that the question 
of such amendment be submitted to the qualified electors of the State 
of Montana at the general election to be held in November, 1950. 


Section 2. That Section 5 of Article XIII of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be, and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 5. No county shall be allowed to become in- 
debted in any manner, or for any purpose, to an amount, 
including existing indebtedness, in the aggregate, exceed- 
ing five (5) per centum of the value of the taxable prop- 
erty therein, to be ascertained by the last assessment for 
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state and county taxes previous to the incurring of such 
indebtedness, and all. bonds or obligations in excess of 
such amount given by or on behalf of such county shall 
be void. No county shall incur any indebtedness or lia- 
bility for any single purpose to an amount exceeding the 
sum set by law without the approval of a majority of the 
aioe thereof, voting at an election to be provided by 
aw. 


Section 3. This amendment shall be submitted to the qualified elec- 
tors of the State of Montana by being placed upon an official ballot pro- 
vided for by Section 678, Revised Codes of Montana, 1935 as amended 
by Chapter 81 of the laws of the 26th Legislative Assembly of the State 
of Montana, 1939, and as provided by law, and there shall be printed on 
such ballot the title of this act and the following words: 


[] For the above amendment. 
[] Against the above amendment. 


The elector shall designate his preference for either of the propositions 
by making an “X” before the proposition for which he desires to vote. 


Section 4. The votes cast for and against the Amendment herein 
proposed shall be counted, canvassed, and determined by such officials 
and in such manner as provided by law, and if a majority of all votes 
cast at such election for and against such amendment shall be in favor of 
such amendment, the Governor of the State shall so declare by Public 
Proclamation, and the amendment shall be in full force and effect as a 
part of the Constitution from and after the date of such Proclamation. 


Section 5. This act shall be in full force and effect from and after 
its passage and approval.

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


Honorable Leo C. Graybill, Speaker, Members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Thirty-first Legislative Assembly. 


We, your Select Committee appointed to investigate the Duplications 
of and within State Boards and Offices in the State of Montana and its 
Administrative Forces, beg leave to report as follows: 


‘ 
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Your committee reports at the outset that the scope of the task assigned 
to it was far beyond the possibilities of the time limit set. That we, your 
committee, made as thorough an investigation of the subject assigned to ° 
us as possible, and recommend that certain matters should be more thor- 
oughly investigated with the possibility of reducing duplications. The 
specific suggestions we have to make are in connection with the following: 


1. Mimeograph and Microfilm. It appears at present that nearly 
every board and office maintains a separate mimeograph machine, none of 
which operates full time, and some of which are unskillfully operated. The 
establishment of a central mimeograph center for all of the offices located 
in the Capitol should be considered. It is believed desirable to include in 
such office microfilm recording equipment whereby records could be com- 
pactly stored in a readily accessible means. It is apparent to your com- 
mittee that, unless such a central office is set up in the near future, each 
separate board and office will attempt to secure’ such equipment indi- 
vidually. 


It is held by your committee that a substantial saving in capital outlay 
and operating cost could be made by such a central office, and that such a 
service can be set up by administrative action. 


2. Motor Pool. We, your committee, recommend a motor pool of state- 
owned cars and trucks, whereby automobiles are to be shared among and 
between different departments, using existing Highway Department shops, 
equipment and personnel, adding additional storage space wherever needed. 
This system worked well during the war, and should be continued under 
the supervision of a travel co-ordinator. 


3. Creation of Districts for State Fieldmen. It is recommended that 
the state be segregated into several districts with one resident inspector, 
whose duty it shall be to make all inspections required for the checking 
of the purchases of the various and many licenses in compliance with the 
law, necessary for the operation of all types of business. 


It is apparent to this committee that a large saving can be made by 
doing away with the very evident and unnecessary current duplication of 
mileage by the many inspectors now checking only one or two licenses each. 


4. Weights and Measures. There are two departments which have 
duties with regard to weights and measures. These departments are the 
Department of Agriculture which does the testing of scales, and the Rail- 
road and Public Service Commission which checks the retail gas pumps 
and takes samples of gasoline. The commission is also charged with the 
duty of testing all wholesale meters; this has not been done, and if it were 
enfrced would require that the commission purchase two or three trucks 
to Carry the large measuring containers necessary. 


The Department of Agriculture now has two trucks which could also 
carry these containers and perhaps one additional truck could carry out 
all of these duties, which are very similar in nature, and duplicate territory 
covered. 


5. License Department. It is the opinion of your committee that a 
great saving in state printing and office personnel would result from the 
establishment of a state licensing department under the direction of a 
Chief License Clerk using the same form for all licenses. 


6. Overlapping between Oil Conservation Board and Railroad Public 
Service Commission. Under existing organization, the Oil Conservation 
Board and the Railroad Commission have fieldmen working in the same oil 
fields out of the same office, doing similar work. A consolidation of the 
employees and duties would not necessarily reduce the ultimate cost, but 
your committee recognizes that all the duties could be more efficiently and 
expeditiously handled from one office, and that the problem merits further 
study. 
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7. Attorneys for Boards and Offices. Many of the state boads now 
retain a counsel for their individual boards. Some of these are employed 
full time, and some on a part time basis. It seems probable that some 
saving could be made by consolidating some of the part time counsel into 
one attorney working exclusively for the State of Montana. Your com- 
mittee feels unable to make a concrete suggestion in connection herewith, 
but feels there is ample basis for further study. 


8. Bookkeeping and Accounting. There is a great deal of dupli- 
cation between and within the various departments with regard to book- 
keeping and accounting, much of which could be eliminated by the use of 
a uniform bookkeeping and accounting system, and the elimination of dupli- 
cate records and accounts in one office which are essential to and readily 
available in some other office. However, more study is necessary in order 
to formulate any definite plan for accomplishing this aim. 


9. Budget and Salaries. While not lying wholly under the classifi- 
cation of overlapping and duplication, it has come to the attention of the 
committee that there are variations in salaries paid for similar services 
of employees in various offices of the state government. It is therefore 
recommended that further study be conducted with a view to standardizing 
qualifications, services, and salaries, and the inauguration of a civil service 
system for state employees. And, further, that due to the recognized in- 
adequacies of present budget preparation, it is also recommended that 
study be made toward the end of determining improvements in the budget 
processes, and the advisability of centralized budget control. 


Concluding, your committee would like to make the following observa- 
tions: 


(a) It is the opinion of the committee, as a result of its investiga- 
tions that there is considerable duplication and overlapping of functions 
in the levels of the state government. 


(b) We, your committee, feel that in the light of material uncovered 
by its study and investigations that an interim committee composed of mem- 
bers of the House and Senate should be set up to carry on the investi- 
gations begun by your committee. 


(c) In view of the conclusions drawn by this committee, we mem- 
bers are submitting for the consideration of the Thirty-first Legislative As- 
sembly a bill to create the interim committee for the further investiga- 
tion of duplication and over-lapping, and 


(d) Members of the Assembly, We your committee, report further that 
the subject investigation was conducted without the expenditure of py 
portion of the $3800 sum appropriated.

INTRODUCTION OF BILLS, MEMORIALS AND RESOLUTIONS 


The following measures were introduced, read first and second times, 
and referred to committees, all appropriation measures having been read 
at length: 


House Joint Resolution No. 6, introduced by Esp and Scofield: A Joint 
Resolution expressing our profound appreciation and gratitude to the mayor 
and the officers of the city government of Helena, Montana. Referred to 
Committee on Development and Publicity. 


House Resolution No. 1, introduced by Mernin, Tripp and Taber: 


Whereas, the Members of the House of Representatives of the State 
of Montana devote twelve (12) to fifteen (15) days in responding to oral 
roll calls during each session of the Legislature, and 


WHEREAS, the average total cost of the Legislature for one biennial 
session is approximately two hundred ten thousand dollars ($210,000.00), 


and the cost of a working day is approximately three thousand five hundred 
dollars ($3,500.00), and 


WHEREAS, the Legislatures of many states, among them Wisconsin, 
Iowa, Nebraska, California, West Virginia, Louisiana, Texas, Michigan, 
Alabama, Indiana, Minnesota, and others have installed electric roll call 
systems eliminating the noise, inefficiency and confusion of oral roll calls, 
and reducing the time of voting, recording and totalling on a bill or motion 
to approximately a minute, and 


WHEREAS, said voting is visable and absolutely accurate, and 


WHEREAS, the time saved in answering oral roll calls can be used by 
members of the House for other and more important work in committee, 
and on the floor, therefore be it 


RESOLVED that the Speaker of the House be and is hereby authorized 
and directed to appoint a committee of three members of the House to act 
during the present session of the Legislature and ad interim, which com- 
mittee is hereby authorized and directed to install an Electric Roll Call 
System in the House Chamber such as are now in use in at least five of 
the states of the United States, and to enter into a contract for the installa- 
tion of said Electric Roll Call System with the manufacturer thereof, sub- 
ject, however, to the following limitations: 


The cost of said Electric Rol! Call System installed shall not exceed 
sixty thousand dollars ($60,000.00). 


Title to said Electric Roll Call System except conduits, iron boxes or 
frames, junction boxes, wires, motor generator set and other material or 
parts permanently installed shall remain in the Contractor, and shall be 
removed at the end of the regular session of the Legislature in 1951 in 
event that the House determine that such Electric Roll Call System is not 
satisfactory. The contract for the purchase ‘and installation of such Electric 
Roll Call System shall provide for a specific sum which shall be the total 
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cost thereof if such system is accepted by the next Legislative Assembly 
of the House of Representatives. The contract is to further provide that 
in case the House of Representatives in their next session deems the in- 
stallation of the Electric Roll Call System is not satisfactory, the cost of 
the installation, and the trial thereof, would be one-half of the purchase 
price, the company retaining title to the equipment which is not perma- 
nently installed. The half-payment compensates the company for installa- 
tion and removal, and for the trial use of the equipment for the one session 
that it is used. 


Said installation shall be completed at the earliest possible date so as 
to be available for use in the event of a Special Session of the Legislature, 
and before the next regular session of the Legislature in 1951. 


Said committee shall pay for said Electric Roll Call System during 
the course of its installation such sums as it may deem advisable and neces- 
sary according to the terms of said contract; and the members of said 
committee shall be paid their necessary expenses only; all of such pay- 
ments shall be made by filing vouchers therefor with the State Auditor 
who shall audit said vouchers and issue warrants for their payment; all 
to be paid out of the Legislative Expense Fund. 


The manufacturer or contractors installing said Electric Roll Call Sys- 
tem shall guarantee the same against defects of workmanship and mate- 
rial for a period of five (5) years from the date when it is completely 
installed. 


The sum of sixty thousand dollars ($60,000.00), or so much thereof 
as may be necessary is hereby appropriated and set aside out of the Legis- 
lative Expense Fund to carry out the provisions of this resolution. Referred 
to Committee on Appropriations.

abstracts.” Referred to Committee on Judiciary. 


House Bill No. 417, introduced by Harlow, Robertson and Holtz: A bill 
for an act entitled: “An act to amend Section 4465.20, Revised Codes of 
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Montana, 1935, relating to publication of proceedings, list of claims, finan- 
cial statement; providing for posting of list of claims paid and summary 
of minutes and records at adjournment of each session; repealing all acts 
in conflict.” Referred to Committee on Townships and Counties. 


House Bill No. 418, introduced by Harlow by request: A bill for an act 
entitled: “An act relating to financial support for the public school system of 
the State of Montana, providing a basic schedule for the determination of the

delegated to the Montana ‘State Highway Commission as, ex-officio, the 
Montana Highway Patrol Board, under Chapter 199, Laws of the Twenty- 
eighth Legislative Assembly, 1948, as amended by Chapter 55, Laws of 
the Twenty-ninth Legislative Assembly, 1945; and providing for the trans- 
fer to and transferring over to the Motor Vehicle Department the powers, 
duties and functions relating to registration, licensing and titles of motor 
vehicles, and licensing of owners, dealers and others and to mortgages on 
such vehicles and the recording thereof, as heretofore delegated to the 
Warden of Montana State Prison at Deer Lodge, and to the deputy regis- 
trar thereat, under Sections 1755 through 1763.13, Revised Codes of Mon- 
tana, 1935, inclusive (except the repealed sections numbered 1755.4, 1755.5, 
1758.6, 1761 and 1762) as said sections are amended and supplemented by 
acts of succeeding legislative assemblies through the termination of the 
Thirty-first Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana; and providing 
for the transfer and transferring over of all powers, duties and functions 
respecting motor vehicles heretofore delegated to the State Board of Edu- 
cation and to the State Superintendent of Public Instruction, all such powers 
and duties to be transferred without the impairment or diminution of any 
thereof or of any interruption in the administration of the powers, duties 
and functions transferred from the former administrative agency or head 
to the Motor Vehicle Department, all to the end of consolidating and co- 
ordinating to one administrative department, the administration of laws 
relating or applicable to motor vehicles in the said fields of regulation, and 
the promoting of direct and immediate communication in one physical loca- 
tion at the capitol between the officers and employees in said field; exclud- 
ing from the operation of this act all of those laws whose enforcement is 
not delegated to the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of Mon- 
tana and any of its ex-officio commission; and excluding from the Motor 
Vehicle Department the exercise of any powers with reference to taxation, 
except as respects the registration and license tax, fees and imposts upon 
motor vehicles and persons as prescribed by law.” Referred to Committee 
on State Boards and Offices.

House Resolution No. 3, introduced by Helding, Karlberg, Mulroney 
and Page (Missoula): A House Resolution to the memory of Edgar Samuel 
Paxson, artist, painter and writer. 


Whereas, Montana may proudly acclaim many of its distinguished 
citizens in the field of politics, statesmanship, adventure, art and music, 
and 


Whereas, among such, was one whose talents have provided the people 
of Montana with works of art in the field of paintings depicting early 
history of our state which are so realistically recorded in the halls of our 
Capitol and in the House of Representatives and Senate, so that posterity 
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may ever be reminded of the pioneer spirit which made our state so great, 
and 


Whereas, it is fitting that this Thirty-first Legislative Assembly pay 
tribute to the memory of one of those distinguished and famous citizens, 
the late Edgar Samuel Paxson, and 


Whereas, Edgar Samuel Paxson was born April 25, 1852 at East Ham- 
burg, N. Y., now called Orchard Park. He attended the district school and 
Friends’ Institute, a Quaker boarding school. He then went into the car- 
riage painting business with his father, William Hambleton Paxson. A 
yearning to pioneer in the Great West made him leave New York in 1877, 
and he left for Montana and located in Deer Lodge where he gained his 
first knowledge of the western Indians. In 1881 he moved with his family 
to Butte, Montana and established a home. Here he did decorative sign 
painting and also designed and painted theater curtain drops. He also 
wrote for “The American Field”, a sportsman’s journal, articles about trap 
shooting and subjects of interest to the hunter. He used the name of 
“Pistol Grip”, and also drew cartoons for this magazine. 


Mr. Paxson was always friendly with the Indians and he became inter- 
ested in painting them to help preserve their history and customs for the 
future. He built a studio in Butte where the Indian was always welcome 
to come. He made a marvelous collection of curios of the Indian and things 
pertaining to the life of the West. He did his painting in this studio which 
held many fascinating articles such as beaded and quilled bags and buck- 
skin apparel, moccasins, Indian war bonnets, guns, tomahawks, bows, ar- 
rows, beautiful Indian blankets. He taught himself to converse with these 
friends of his by signs and through a meager knowledge of the Indian 
language and dialect. The Indians were always willing to pose for their 
pictures and many were painted from life. 


After his return from the Spanish-American campaign he finished 
“Custer’s Last Stand” in 1899. In 1906 he moved his studio to Missoula 
where he devoted his entire time to painting. He was commissioned in 
1912 to do some murals for the House Lobby in the State Capitol at Helena. 
In 1912 also he began a group of murals depicting early Montana history 
for the Missoula County Court House. These he finished in 1914 and are 
a source of never failing interest to people of the community and to visitors 
to Missoula. 


Mr. Paxson passed away November 9, 1919, at Missoula, Montana. 
Now, Therefore,

measurable contribution to the State of Montana by its late distinguished 
citizen, Edgar Samuel Paxson, and

mission. If the creation of said state district shall appear feasible, bene- 
ficial and desirable to a majority of the operators of land and livestock 
units to be included in such district the commission may issue a certificate 
of approval.”

five-year period immediately preceding June 28, 1934; or, in the case of 
districts organized after March 15, 1945, preferring those that have used 
the range for five (5) years immediately preceding the organization of 
such districts. Such temporary permits shall be merely privileges granted 
from year to year and their possession shall not establish a preference 
except as hereinafter provided. When such temporary permit is utilized 
by a permittee in connection with forage producing lands owned or con- 
trolled by such permittee within or near the district for a period of any 
combination of four years out of five, then the forage producing lands 
owned or controlled by such permittee may be considered dependent com- 
mensurate property, and upon application, the district may accordingly 
grant such permittee membership and preference in the districts providing 
an application had been made for temporary rights for each of the five 
years.

HOUSE BILL NO. 34 
INTRODUCED BY COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION 


A bill for an act entitled: “An act to provide for the submission to the 
qualified electors of the State of Montana an Amendment to Section 6 of 
Article XI of the Constitution of the State of Montana relating to the 
maintenance of a public, free common school in each organized district of 
the state.” 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. That Section 6 of Article XI of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be amended as hereinafter provided; that the question 
of such Amendment be submitted to the qualified electors of the State of 
Montana at the General Election to be held in November, 1950. 


Section 2. That Section 6 of Article XI of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana, be, and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 6. It shall be the duty of the Legislative Assembly to pro- 
vide by taxation, or otherwise, sufficient means, in connection with the 
amount received from the General School Fund, to maintain a public, free 
common school in each organized district in the state, for at least one 
hundred fifty days (150) in each year. 


Provided, that not less than fifty per cent (50%) of the total cost of 
the foundation education program for the public elementary and secondary 
schools within the State of Montana, including the cost of transportation 
reimburseable by the state and county, be provided from the State General 
Fund or other earmarked state sources of taxation.” 


Section 3. This Amendment shall be submitted to the qualified elec- 
tors of the State of Montana by being placed on the official ballot, provided 
by Volume 1, Chapter 67, Revised Codes of Montana, 1935, as amended by 
Chapters 81 and 170, Session Laws of Montana, 1939, and as provided by 
law, and there shall be printed on such ballot the title of this act and the 
following words: 


[] For the amendment. 
[] Against the amendment. 


Each elector shall designate his preference by marking an “X” in the 
square before the proposition for which such elector desires to vote. 


Section 4. The votes cast for and against the Amendment herein pro- 
posed shall be counted, canvassed and determined by such officials and in 
such manner as provided by law, and if a majority of all votes cast at such 
election for and against such Amendment shall be in favor of such Amend- 
ment, the Governor of the state shall so declare by public proclamation, 
and the Amendment shall be in full force and effect as a part of the Con- 
stitution from and after the date of such proclamation.

“Subsection 2. Shop and other equipment. —a. The following shall be 
guarded adequately: 

1. Gears, sprockets, friction devices, and couplings with protruding 
bolts or nuts. 


2. Shafting and projecting shaft ends that are within 7 feet of floor 
or platform level. 


3. Belt, chain, or rope drives that are within 7 feet of floor or plat- 
form. 


4. Fly wheels. (Where fly wheels extend more than 7 feet above 
the floor, they shall be guarded to a height of at least 7 feet.) 


5. Circular and bandsaws and planers. 


6. Repair pits. (Guards shall be kept in place when the pits are not 
in use.) 


“lb. Machinery shall not be repaired or oiled while in motion, unless 
such oiling can be done without danger to the oiler. 


“ce, A guard or safety device removed from any machine shall be 
replaced before the machine is put in operation. 


“d. Mechanically operated grinding wheels shall be equipped with: 
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1. Safety washers and tool rests. 


Substantial retaining hoods, the hood openings of which shall not 
expose more than 90° sector of the wheel. 


8. Eye shields, unless goggles are worn by the operators. 


“Section 28. Underground Fire Prevention, Fire Control, and Mine 
Disasters. 


“Subsection 1. Fire prevention and control. -—a. Each mine shall be 
provided with suitable fire fighting equipment, adequate for the size of 
the mine, such as supplies of rock dust at doors and at other strategic 
places, water lines and hose, water or chemical trucks, and fire extinguish- 
ers. 


b. Clean dry sand, rock dust, or fire extinguishers, suitable from a 
toxie and shock standpoint, shall be provided and placed at each electrical 
station. (substations, transformer stations, permanent pump stations) so as 
to be out of the smoke in case of a fire in the station. 


ec. After every blasting operation performed on shift by shot firers 
or other persons, an examination shall be made to determine whether fires 
have been started. 


d. Should a fire occur, the person discovering it and any persons in 
the vicinity of the fire shall make a prompt effort to extinguish it.

e. If, or when, a fire has attained such proportions that an individual 
cannot extinguish it, he shall report immediately the existence of the fire 
to a competent official of the mine, who shall order all workmen from that 
part of the mine affected by the fire, except those needed for fire fighting. 


“f. If the fire gets out of control, men shall be withdrawn; and the 
part of the mine in which the fire is located or the entire mine, as condi- 
tions may require, shall be sealed or flooded. 


“oe. <All fire-fighting operations shall be under the direct supervision 
of the mine manager or mine foreman or a designated assistant who shall 
consult with the Federal inspectors, who shall serve in an advisory capacity. 


“h. Underground storage places for lubricating oil and grease in 
excess of 2 days’ supply shall be of fireproof construction. 

‘G4. Lubricating oil and grease kept in face regions or other working 
places shall be in portable closed, metal containers. 

“j. Hay or straw shall be transported from the surface to underground 
stables in enclosed incombustible cars. It shall be stored in a fireproof 
structure apart from the stable or in a fireproof compartment within the 
stable. 


, “Section 29: Miscellaneous. 


Subsection 1. Protective Clothing. -—a. All persons shall wear pro- 
tective hats while underground and also while on the surface where falling 
objects may cause injury. 


b. Protective footwear shall be worn by employees, officials, and 
others while on duty in and around a mine where falling objects may cause 
injury. 


c. All employees inside or outside of mines shall wear approved type 
goggles where there is a hazard from flying particles. 


“qd. Welders and helpers shall use proper shields or goggles to protect 
their eyes. 


“e. Employees engaged in haulage operations and other persons em- 
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ployed around moving equipment on the surface and underground shall 
wear snug-fitting clothing. 


“f, Protective gloves shall be worn when material which may injure 
the hands is handled, but gloves with gauntlet cuffs shall not be worn 
around moving equipment.

HOUSE RESOLUTION NO. 4 


Introduced by Bricker: ‘“‘A House Resolution memorializing and re- 
questing the Congress of the United States for the enactment of legisla- 
tion to aid the State of Montana in the enforcement of the cigarette tax — 
now evaded by the use of the United States mails.” 


To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives of the United States 
in Congress assembled: 


Your memorialists, the members of the House of Representatives of 
the Thirty- first Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana now con- 
vened in regular session, respectfully request: 


WHEREAS, the State of Montana has imposed a tax on the sale and 
use of cigarettes within its boundaries, and the revenues so obtained con- 
stitute a substantial portion of the revenues available and needed for its 
functions of government; and 


WHEREAS, it has been brought to’ the attention of the House of 
Representatives of the State of Montana, now in regular session assembled, 
that a large and growing system of evasion of such tax law has developed; 
that the United States mails are flooded with advertisements and induce- 
ments to the citizens of this state to violate the law; that in numerous 
instances such advertisers entice prospective customers with statements to 
the effect that the use of the United States mails is sufficient proof of 
the legitimacy of such business and such system; that the mails of the 
United States are flooded with cigarettes in the process of delivery within 
this state, and on which cigarettes the tax required by the laws of the state 
have not and will not be paid; that this state is seriously injured and 
damaged in the loss of revenue from this source, and is at a disadvantage 
in collecting such lawful tax by and through such system; that the mails 
of the United States are being used for the express purpose of evading such 
tax and the enforcement of the laws of the state; and 


WHEREAS, it has been brought to the attention of the House of 
Representatives of the State of Montana that there is now pending before 
the Congress of the United States a proposed bill which will aid the states 
by requiring shippers of cigarettes in inter-state commerce to furnish to 
the taxing authority of the state to which shipped, a copy of the invoice 
on each shipment and the name and address of each person to whom shipped; 
and 


WHEREAS, such legislation by the Congress of the United States will 
greatly aid this and the other states of the Union in the enforcement of its 
laws, and the collection of needed revenue; 


NOW, THEREFORE, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY “THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF 
THE STATE OF MONTANA: 
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That the Congress of the United States be and the same is hereby 
memorialized and respectfully urged to enact legislation requiring shippers 
of cigarettes in interstate commerce to furnish to the taxing authority of 
the state to which shipped a copy of the invoice on each such shipment;

HOUSE BILL NO. 420 
Introduced by Harlow by Request 


A bill for an act entitled: “An act to provide for the submission to 
the qualified electors of the State of Montana of an amendment to Section 
6, Article XIII of the Constitution of the State of Montana, relating to the 
limitations of indebtedness of liability of school districts, cities, towns, or 
townships.” 


Be It Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. That Section 6, of Article XIII of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be amended as hereinafter provided, and that the ques- 
tion of such amendment be submitted to the qualified electors of the state 
at the General Election to be held in November, 1950. 


Section 2. That Section 6, of Article XIII of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be, and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 6. No city, town, township or school district shall be allowed 
to become indebted in any manner or for any purpose to an amount, includ- 
ing existing indebtedness, in the aggregate exceeding six per centum (6%) 
of the value of the taxable property therein, to be ascertained by the last 
assessment for state and county taxes previous to the incurring of such 
indebtedness, and all bonds or obligations in excess of such amount given 
by or on behalf of such city, town, township or school district shall be void; 
provided, however, that the Legislative Assembly may extend the limit 
mentioned in this Section, by authorizing municipal corporations to submit 
the question to a vote of the taxpayers affected thereby, when such increase 
is necessary to construct a sewerage system or to procure a supply of water 
for such municipality which shall own and control said water supply and 
devote the revenues derived therefrom to the payment of the debt.” 


Section 8. This amendment shall be submitted to the qualified electors 
of the State of Montana by being placed upon an official ballot provided 
for by Chapter 67, Revised Codes of Montana, 1935, as amended by Chapter 
81, Session Laws of Montana, 1939, and as amended by Chapters 67 and 
141, Session Laws of Montana, 1947, and as provided by law, and there shall 
be printed on such ballot the title of this act and the following words:

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


REPORT OF THE LIQUOR INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE 
OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


Mr. Speaker: We, your committee appointed for the purpose of in- 
vestigating the Montana State Liquor Control Board, beg leave to report 
as follows: 


Reports have been made by investigating committees to the Session of 
the House of Representatives for the years 1945 and 1947. The testimony 
taken during the 1945 and 1947 investigations have not been made avail- 
able to this committee. For that reason it was found advisable that this 
investigation should cover the period from 1943 down to the present time. 
We have earnestly endeavored to make the investigation as thorough as 
was possible having in mind the limited time available. A total of 33 wit- 
nesses were examined under oath. Their testimony has been transcribed 
and will be made a permanent record containing approximately 350 pages. 
Some 81 exhibits covering the various phases of the investigation have been 
made a part of the record. Whenever possible all of the members of the 
committee have been present at all of its sessions, and all of the members 
have been given the opportunity to participate in its proceedings. 


The liquor business of the State of Montana is big business. In 1948 
its total income was $15,455,561.00. It has been big business during all 
of the years covered by this investigation. It is a business that calls for 
the highest degree of integrity in all of its officers and employees, and 
an unremitting attention to all of its transactions. That there has been, 
in some instances, a lack of integrity, and to a greater extent, a lack of 
co-operation and a definite failure to follow the law and the board’s own 
regulations appears to this committee, beyond the per adventure of a doubt, 
through the testimony of the witnesses and by the exhibits. 


1. The Board of Liquor Control. 


During the period investigated, the State Liquor Control Board has 
been composed of the following members: David R. Wallace of Helena, a 
retired merchant; John W. Corwin of Park City, a banker; and Carl H. 
Ripple of Butte, a certified public accountant. The administrators during 
the same period were T. H. McDonald, J. A. Buley and Charles H. Reed. 
The present assistant administrator is Ralph Conrad. All of these gentle- 
men were examined as witnesses. Mr. Wallace, the resident member cf 
the board, appears to have, at various times, taken over the active manage- 
ment of the liquor business of the state. His constant interference was a 
contributing factor to the resignation of Administrators McDonald and 
Buley. 


Buley testified: 


“Q. Did you sever your connections with the board voluntarily? 


A. I appreciated I was not getting along with Mr. Wallace. 
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Q. Why were you not getting along with Mr. Wallace? 


A. Interference. As you all know there is internal politics. When 
you have a board member upsetting things, it is rather a poor way to do 
business.” 


McDonald testified: 
“Q. Then Mr. Wallace assumed on the authority of the board? 


A. Oh, yes. There was no doubt about that. — Just as I told you, 
I called up Mr. Corwin and he said, ‘We have all agreed that whatever 
Mr. Wallace says is to go there, and I advise you to do exactly what he 
tells you.’ ” 


As a part of his assumed authority Mr. Wallace took it upon himself 
to personally order great quantities of Tequila, Mexican rum, and concoc- 
tions of a like nature. Through his efforts the inventory of the State Liquor 
Warehouse during McDonald’s administration rose to $6,500,000.00, one- 
third of which was slow-moving or unsalable. Its quality will be adverted 
to later in this report. - 


While Wallace appears to have been extremely active in the over-all 
management of the state’s liquor business, he betrayed, when questioned, 
an appalling ignorance of what went on. The other members of the board 
were likewise blissfully igncrant of transactions which were of common 
knowledge throughout the state. Little real information relative to the 
workings. of the Liquor Control Board was obtained from the members of 
the board. Mr. Corwin and Mr. Ripple may be excused to a certain extent 
by reason of their absence from Helena. There is and can be no such excuse 
for Mr. Wallace. 


In passing, it should also be noted that, during the period under in- 
vestigation, Governor Ford attended many meetings of the board and was 
often consulted with reference to matters of policy. Doubtless he advised 
with the board on all such matters. 


2. Records of the Liquor Control Board. 


The minutes of the meetings of the Liquor Control Board are well 
kept and appear to set forth in detail to a certain extent all of the trans- 
actions of the board at their meetings. The minutes were made available 
to this committee and were thoroughly examined for the period 1941 to 
1949. In a business such as that transacted by the board, it is essential 
that proper records, with supporting documents, be made and preserved 
covering every detail of the business. This has not been done. There was 
no record available showing the amount the State of Montana has lost 
through the purchase of unsalable and slow-moving merchandise. The com- 
mittee requested this information but was unable to get it. The records of 
store “A” are in a chaotic condition. Supporting documents necessary to 
trace certain peculiar transactions were either entirely missing or had never 
been made. Other records of store “A” were poorly kept and fragmentary 
in their nature. Various papers were missing from files relating to appli- 
cations for retail beer and liquor licenses. Some of such missing papers 
were found and produced when demanded by the committee. Others have 
not been produced. By merest chance the committee discovered a loss to 
the state of $58,443.00 in the sale of rum by the board to a firm in Boston, 
Massachusetts. There appear to be no records showing whether licensees 
are operating under their licenses or holding the licenses for speculation. 
In many instances directions concerning the sale of liquor appear to have 
been verbal and not in writing. Rightly or not, the lack of records in the 
numerous instances above set forth, casts a suspicion upon the transactions 
involved. The responsibility for such suspicions must rest upon those in 
authority. 
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3. Liquor Purchases. 


A normal inventory for the warehouses of the Liquor Control Board 
is from $2,000,000.00 to $3,000,000.00. In the year 1945 the inventory had 
reached the enormous total of almost $7,000,000.00. Approximately $3,000,- 
000.00 of this total was represented by Tequila, Mexican rum, various im- 
ported brandies and an assortment of expensive imported wines. In addi- 
tion there was a larger quantity of more or less undrinkable “rotgut’’ 
whiskey. The state warehouse was crammed so full of these concoctions 
that the Rumpf warehouse in Helena was leased for storage purposes at 
a cost to the state of $7,350.00 (Exhibit 17). The Mexican rum contained 
dirt, straw, blowflies and bugs. It makes a person thirsty just thinking 
about it. The rum was filtered in Seattle at a cost of $7,500.00. With bugs 
removed the price was reduced by approximately one-half. Needless to say, 
the state took a tremendous loss. Mr. Wallace, then Chairman of the Board, 
took personal charge of the orders which resulted in a stock of 50,000 cases 
of rum and brandy and 13,000 cases of Tequila. He wrote as follows: 


“K and L Distributors, 
911 Towman Building, 
Seattle 4, Washington. 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby place my irrevocable non-cancellable order for goods to be 
delivered within the next 60 days to the State of Montana. 


These orders will be paid for upon presentation of sight draft attached 
to bill of lading together with commercial invoice in triplicate. The orders 
follow: 


2,000 cases Ron Toro 120 vroof rum F.O.B. El Paso or 


WAFEOO Ra. ee es ee we ee, $41.75 
1,500 cases Continental Habanero, 90 or 100 proof, F. O. B.

Yours very truly, 


D. R. WALLACE, Chairman, 
Montana Liquor Control Board.” 


The total cost to the state of the above liquors was $154,500.00 plus 
freight and federal taxes. Auditors employed by the committee estimate 
that the state lost, by reason of the purchase of this and other dirty and 
unsalable liquor, an amount of approximately $1,000,000.00 This loss is 
covered up in the board’s records by the item “Cost of Sales” — a bookkeep- 
ing entry which is neither honest nor intelligent. under the circumstances. 


This was brought to Governor Ford’s attention and is further evidenced 
by the testimony of T. H. McDonald, the former administrator who was 
discharged by the State Liquor Board in June 1944, after he had made 
complaint to Governor Ford of the existing conditions at the warehouse 
in regard to purchases and after his protest against purchasing Mexican 
and other poor grades of liquor. 


The following is taken from Mr. McDonald’s testimony in the tran- 
seript: 


“Mr. McKenna: You made complaint to the Governor about the condi- 
tions down there? 


ey Cee ee 
Mr. McKenna: When did you make that complaint? 
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A. It was about a week or ten days before I went out by order of 
the board. 


Mr. McKenna: That was Governor Ford? 
Ag Right: 


Mr. McKenna: What was the reason you made complaint to the Gov- 
ernor? 


A. The reason I made complaint to the Governor was that I knew 
that conditions were wrong, and I had got to the point where I didn’t care. 
one way or the other what happened as long as we made them correct it 
because I was interested in him at that time. 


Mr. McKenna: You didn’t want to get the Governor in bad? 


A. No, I wanted to protest against the whole thing to him and try 
to get some support in what we were doing in the way of curbing the pur-. 
chases. 


Mr. McKenna: You complained to the Governor about the excessive 
amount of liquor that was being purchased? 


A. That is the excessive amount of Tequila and some of those other 
items. And I gave him the data on the whole thing. 


Q. You gave the Governor the data you gave us this morning? 
A. Yes, and more then; there was one document I wish I had kept. 
Q. What was the document? 


A. I can’t think; that was more than four and a half years ago. I 
probably could figure ‘that out. 


Mr. McKenna: You went to the Governor and explained to him you 
didn’t think the State Liquor Control Board was running the place right 
at that time? 


A. That’s right; that is I protested generally along the line that I 
have told you and showed him these figures and what we were getting into. 


Q. You, I imagine, told him about the Mexican liquor, that you didn’t 
think we should buy that liquor? 


A. Yes, sir. 
Q. The reason for that was because it was such low grade liquor? 


A. It was not salable. Tequila is probably a drink if it is rightly 
mixed, but the demand for Tequila after the first few months went way 
down. 


Mr. McKenna: And it stayed on your shelves? 
A. Yes. 
Mr. McKenna: And the Mexican rum did the same thing? 


A. That Mexican rum stayed in the warehouse because it had so much 
sediment in the bottom it was not salable.” 


The State of Montana thus entered upon the war rationing period well 
fortified with verminous, undrinkable liquor. But the credit of the state 
was stretched to the breaking point. There was no money left which could 
be invested in salable liquors. But various patriotic citizens at once came 
to the rescue and there ensued the strange situation whereby some dozens 
of associations and persons ordered and paid for their own liquor, stored 
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it in the state warehouse, and, in violation of the-law and the regulations 
of the board, acted as wholesalers of liquor. 


Under the emphatic provisions of our statutes there can be but one 
liquor wholesaler in the State of Montana—the Liquor Control Board. The 
board, however, suspended the operation of this statute. By regulation 
No. 25 it recognized and tacitly approved the issuance of “Federal Whole- 
sale Stamps or basic permits in Montana to licensees under the Montana 
Retail Liquor Act or to Associations of Licensees.” The Attorney General 
(Opinion 197, Vol. 21, P. 275) advised the Governor as follows: 


“It is therefore my opinion Regulation No. 25 is unnecessary for the 
purpose of the administration of the Liquor Control Act or for carrying 
out the provisions of the Act or the orderly and efficient administration 
thereof. It is ineffective for any purpose. It was without the authority 
of the Board to make and is void and of no effect.” 


The results which followed regulation No. 25 are in part disclosed by 
various exhibits which are made a part of this record. Exhibit 15 dis- 
closes the purchase by the board of 5,000 cases of “Jack Rose” whiskey (7?) 
from Treasure State Associates whose office was at Room 15, Pittsburgh 
Block, Helena, Montana. In short, these Helena associates, composed of 
Gene Robertson and others, wholesaled liquor directly to the State of Mon- 
tana. Exhibit 30 discloses to some extent the activities of these illegal 
wholesalers. Thousands of cases of whiskey were purchased and distributed 
throughout the state by illegal holders of Federal Basic permits. Among 
those most active in the wholesaling trade were: L. Sasish, Billings; Crown 
Bar, Butte; Thomas H. Alley, Helena; Maurice Egan and Egan & Co., 
Helena; The Mint, Helena; and Oxford Bar, Missoula. Tom Alley and 
others were indicted under the Federal laws in connection with their activi- 
ties as wholesalers, but all went scot free so far as the State of Montana 
was concerned. They were aided and abetted in their illegal actions by the 
Liquor Control Board and its administrators. 


It seems to this committee that when such men as H. C. Brinck, a slot 
machine operator and a black-satchel man; Tom Alley, an ex-wrestler; the 
Egans, operators of the Mint in Helena, a gambling institution; William 
Daniels, a trucker who lost so much liquer en route and who refused to 
testify because he might incriminate himself, and who employed Gus Wright 
Brown as a driver, whose present address is Montana State Prison, Deer 
Lodge, Montana; and Eddie Newman, an ex-convict, were able to obtain 
great amounts of liquor to stock the liquor dealers of the state when the 
State of Montana, with all its resources and credit could not do it, then 
there was something radically wrong in the Montana Liquor Control Board. 
The State of Montana surely employed incapable men to operate its liquor 
business. 


4. The Banking Fraternity. 


During the war period good liquor was scarce and high in price. Both 
the Liquor Board and the small retailers had no money to meet the demands 
of the distillers. They had to be contented with Mexican rum and Tequila. 
But the bankers came to the rescue of a favored few. Helena and Billings 
banks loaned hundreds of thousands of dollars to enable these gentlemen 
to purchase, control and distribute thousands of cases of the best liquor 
available. Exhibits 18 to 29 disclose the activities of one of those banks. 
The bankers took no chances. Part of the liquor purchased with their 
money was stored in their own vaults. Part was stored in a Billings ware- 
house under their control. Part was stored in other places under their own 
lock and key. They not only charged interest, but storage as well. Regu- 
lation No. 27 of the Liquor Control Board provided as follows: 


“No liquor shall be stored or kept in or upon any premises which shall 
not be duly licensed as provided by law.” 
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The banks and warehouses had no licenses from the board but they 
didn’t worry about that. During the period December 23, 1942, to December 
8th, 1945, the First National Bank of Helena stored 9, 241 cases of whiskey 
for the Mint of Helena. A good many of the cases bore the label “Special 
Privilege.” They were aptly named, The Billings storage and warehouse 
stored similar quantities of whiskey for “The Turf” of Billings. Strange 
to say The Mint and The Turf were under the same control. A bank at 
Lewistown accommodated one of its customers in like manner. A witness 
freely admitted that under the arrangements above set forth he and others 
were able to buy, control and distribute good whiskey in large quantities 
when it was unobtainable at the State Liquor Warehouse. It was illegal, 
of course, but no one worried — least of all the Montana Liquor Control 
Board. 


5. William Daniels and His Truck Line. 


Billy Daniels owned a truck line. He hauled liquor for the State Liquor 
Control Board over a period of several years. On numerous occasions liquor 
was missing at the end of the journey. Billy paid for the missing liquor 
and the board was satisfied. It didn’t worry where the missing liquor went. 
Neither did Billy. He just kept hauling liquor and losing it. On September 
7, 1945, Billy’s truck appeared at the warehouse with an order for 770 cases 
of whiskey for “Lawrence Bar and Associates” of Butte, Montana. Billy’s 
men turned over a cashier’s cheek in the amount of $27,920.00 in payment. 
The whiskey never reached the Lawrence Bar. Indeed Lawrence knew noth- 
ing of the transaction. Billy delivered the truck load of whiskey to one 
Brinck, an unlicensed person, in Butte. Where it went from there we can 
only surmise. When pressed about the matter Billy took refuge in his 
Constitutional Rights and refused to answer on the ground that his answers 
might ineriminate him. The following document, relating to the transaction, 
was found in the Miners National Bank of Butte (Exhibit 26)— 


“Received of H. B. Brinck, the sum of Five Thousand Three Hundred 
Ninety Dollars ($5,390.00) to be paid to William M. Daniels, as agent, upon 
the delivery to H. B. Brinck of Seven Hundred Seventy (770) cases of 
whiskey, through the Montana Liquor Control Board. Should the said 
770 cases not be delivered the said $5,890.00 is to be returned to the said 
H. B. Brinck. It is understood and agreed that the said seven hundred 
seventy cases of whiskey must be paid by said H. B. Brinck in addition to 
the payment of the $5,390.00 above mentioned. It is understood that H. B. 
Brinck is buying the 770 cases for the account of the Red Rooster, Night 
Owl, Lawrence Bar, Victory Club, OKay Tavern, New Mexico, Cosmic Bar, 
Silver Slipper, Elk Park Bar, Northern Bar, Speedway, Nick’s Place at 
Melrose, Swede’s Place and Broadway Tavern. 


The Miners Mativnal Bank of Butte, 
By s/ H. A. Koenck, 
Assistant Cashier. 
Approved: 


These funds are now released and payable to WM. M. DANIELS. 
sf H.-B? Brinck. 


Received the above sum of $5,390.00 Sept. 12, 1945. 
s/ Wm. M. Daniels.” 


The sum of $5,390.00 paid by Brinck to Daniels for the delivery of the 
770 cases of whiskey amounts to a payment of $7.00 per case. Perhaps 
Billy was correct in assuming that any answers he might give to questions 
by the committee would incriminate him. 


6. Store or Department “A”. 
Store “A” was originally set up at the State Liquor Warehouse as an 
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accommodation to the employees and for the distribution of Medicinal 
Alcohol to Hospitals, etc. It was then “Department A” and was handled 
by a warehouse employee as a de facto vendor. Store or Department “A” 
soon outgrew its original purpose and during the rationing period it blos- 
somed like a rose. It drew upon the entire warehouse for its stock in 
trade. It delivered good liquor in case lots to favored customers and per- 
sons of influence upon verbal instructions from officers of the beard. Out 
of 11,000 bottles of “Old Grandad” on hand and received during the ration- 
ing period, 50 per cent were sold out of store “A”. Some orders were signed 
but no permit numbers were placed thereon. In other instances no orders 
were signed and the vendor merely reported the sale of several hundred 
cases of whiskey with no record of consignee or destination. All this in 
detiance of Section 16 of the Liquor Control Act which provides: 


“Section 16. The state liquor store shall upon each and every sale 
of liquor to any licensee, issue a duplicate invoice of the liquor purchased 
as provided by said board, a copy of which shall be delivered to the licensee 
and one copy retained at such store. The invoice shall show the date of 
purchase, name of employee making the sale, the quantity of each kind 
of liquor purchased, the price paid therefor, the name of the licensee and 
the number of the license, with such other information as may be required 
by the board. The licensee shall keep and retain his duplicate invoice of 
all purchases made by him from the state liquor store, which shall at all 
times be subject to inspection by the duly authorized officers, agents and 
employees of the board.” 


A witness employed by a local liquor dealer backed his station wagon 
up to Store “A” and took three loads of whiskey to three different destina- 
tions in the state. The 770 cases of Brinck-Daniels whiskey came from 
Store “A”. In another instance 1,013 cases of whiskey left Store “A” 
ostensibly for Lawrence Bar and Associates, Butte, Montana. It wound up 
in the hands of L. Sasich in care of the Midland National Bank, Billings, 
Montana. Sasich was not a licensed dealer. How or why the liquor was 
delivered to him cannot be ascertained. There are no explanatory records. 
The Officers’ Club in Great Falls was a steady customer of store “A”. It 
purchased by the truck load and the tastes of its members ran largely to 
bonded bourbon and imported Scotch. 


Six cases of whiskey simply vanished into thin air from the floor of 
store “A.” When an employee reported the incident he was told to mind 
his own business. Mr. Wallace had 27 cases of imported wine set aside 
for him but delayed making payment until the price had been reduced from 
over $2.00 per bottle to 65 cents. 


As before noted, the records of store “A” are chaotic and fragmentary. 
It is an absolute impossibility to check its transacticns. In a great many 
instances it would appear that there was an intent and purpose to use 
store “A” to circumvent the law and the regulations. 


7. The Eight. Per Cent Excise Tax 
Payable to the State of Montana. 


‘Chapter 41 of the Laws of 1939, provides as follows: 


“Section 15. The Montana Liquor Control Board is hereby authorized 
and directed to charge, receive and collect at the time of the sale and deliv- 
ery of any liquor as authorized under any provision of the laws of the State 
of Montana an excise tax at the rate of eight per centum of the retail sell- 
ing price on all liquor so sold and delivered. The Montana Liquor Control 
Board shall retain the amount of such excise tax received in a separate 
account and shall deposit with the State Treasurer, to the credit of the 
General Fund, such sums so collected and received not later than the tenth 
(10th) day of each and every month.” 


Neither the Board of Liquor Control or the administrator got around 
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to observing this law until about May, 1945. During the years 1940, 1941, 
1942, 1943, 1944 and 1945, they were collecting the excise tax on the “cost 
price” and not upon “the retail selling price”, as required by law. On or 
about May, 1945, someone awoke from a long sleep and an attempt was 
made to conform to the law. But the retail price could not be raised under 
the regulations of the OPA. The Liquor Board, therefore, retained its old 
method of assessing the excise tax against the ‘‘cost price’ and paid the 
balance due the state out of its own profits until May 1, 1947. The account- 
ants employed by the committee estimate the loss to the state from this 
failure to observe the law to be approximately $2,000,000.00. Those re- 
sponsible for the loss should be compelled to make it good. 


On December 29th, 1948, Mr. Reed, the present administrator for the 
Montana State Liquor Board, as shown by Voucher No. 9870, bought for 
$2,058.60, Caballera Brandy consisting of 564 bottles (4/5 quarts). There 
appears no purchase order for this liquor and the transaction was not 
recorded in the minutes of the board. The liquor was disposed of by sale 
of 324 bottles shipped to Store No. 116 and 240 bottles shipned to Store 
No. 2—both in Butte, Montana. 


The Voucher shows payment to J. L. Bjorstad, of Glasgow, Montana, 
a lumber dealer who does not hold a liquor license. 


Mr. Reed informed the auditors of the committee that he purchased 
the liquor on the approval of the attorney for the board and that the liquor 
was a part of 100 cases originally sold to one George Allen, and that 
J. L. Bjorstad loaned money on it to Allen. 


The board lost 27¢ per bottle on the transaction, computed as follows:

Net loss to Montana on the transaction: 564 x .27 equals $152.28. 


The transaction above mentioned was not only in direct violation of 
the laws of Montana, but the state suffered a loss of $152.28. This kind 
of business must be condemned and those responsible required to reimburse 
the state for the loss suffered. 


Other examples of losses under the excise tax are as follows: 


The State of Montana suffered a loss of $61,532.26 under the excise 
tax charged on the liquor handled through the Montana Liquor Board by 
Tom Alley, the Egans and others during the war when there was an alleged 
scarcity of good liquors and when the State of Montana permitted the 
purchasing of liquor by said individuals outside thee State of Montana. 
This liquor was brought into Montana by paying the 58% mark-up as 
provided by the board and as explained under the previous headings. The 
loss of approximately 3% was due to the difference between 8% on the 
cost of the liquor and 8% on the selling price. The difference of 3% was 
paid by the Montana Liquor Board resulting in the said loss to the state of 
$61,582.26. 


Another example of miscalculation of the excise tax resulted in an 
excessive payment of the tax to the State Treasurer of $263,020.85. This 
was during the period of January 1, 1941 to December 31, 1944, when the 
Montana Liquor Board paid to the State Treasurer of the State of Montana 
excise tax of 8.69% on sales instead of the 8% required under the law. 
This method of computation was corrected in 1945 and since that date 8% 
has been figured on sales as required. 
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The Administrator for the State Board of Liquor Control was advised 
under date of May 24, 1945, by the Attorney General (See Vol. 21, Attor- 
ney General’s Opinions, page 55) as follows: 


“The price paid by the consumer is the cost of the liquor to your board 
plus transportation and any other costs to your board to place the liquor 
on the floor of your warehouse in Helena, plus the regular fifty per cent 
markup, plus the United States floor stock tax. The state excise tax is 
then figured on the total retail selling price as above set forth.” 


8. Montana Liquor Stamps. 


Leo Kroetch has been warehouse manager for the Liquor Control Board 
for many years. On July 20, 1946, he reported to the board that 3,000 state 
liquor stamps had been taken from his desk in the warehouse. The stamps 
were not serially numbered. Almost at once the stolen stamps appeared 
throughout the state. Their going price was $1.00 per stamp and for a 
time they had a good sale. Kroetch could give no explanation of how the 
stamps were taken. The board noted that he did not seem much concerned 
about the matter and admonished him to see what he could find out. .In 
August 1946, the board decided that Kroetch should be discharged for 
inetficiency. On October 25, 1947, his salary was raised to $300.00 per 
month. The stamp thief was never apprehended nor were the stolen stamps 
recovered. The liquor stamps are now numbered serially. 


9. Bootlegging. 


Aside from and beyond the illegal activities of the holders of Basic 
Federal Permits heretofore noticed, a great amount of whiskey was sold 
by smaller fry who either trucked the liquor into the state from Wyoming, 
the Dakotas and Idaho, or who procured liquor from store “A” and other 
local liquor stores through the connivance of dishonest employees and 
retailed the liquor to equally dishonest retailers. In some instances such 
bootleggers were arrested and their merchandise seized by Federal officers. 
In other instances the seizure was made by state officers. Some of the 
seized liquor found its way into the state warehouse where it was traded to 
the basic permit boys for inferior whiskey and again entered the channels 
of illegal trade. At times these bootleggers became extremely bold and 
transacted their business in broad daylight and in the presence of officers 
who appeared to be indifferent. Inspectors of the State Liquor Board 
were wholly unable to stem the tide. An interesting side light of the boot- 
legging days was the theft of several hundred cases of whiskey from 
the Christy warehouse in Helena during the 1947 session. A truck driver 
for Daniels was involved. His name is Gus Wright Brown, and his F.B.I. 
record shows twelve convictions for forgery and larceny. He is now 
serving a sentence of 14 years at Deer Lodge where he was interviewed by 
the committee. He refused to make any statement. A further and com- 
plete investigation should be made of this theft. 


10. State Liquor Inspectors. 


Ten liquor inspectors are regularly employed by the Liquor Control 
Board. They are under the direct supervision of Ralph Conrad, the assist- 
ant administrator. Their duties are two-fold: (a) to make investigations 
of applicants for beer and liquor licenses; and (b) to watch for infractions 
of the State Liquor Control Act. They have no police powers and must 
call upon local enforcement officers to make arrests. The situation with 
reference to the inspection is far from satisfactory. Their inspections with 
reference to the qualifications of applicants for licenses are not thorough 
and at times appear to be colored by personal likes or dislikes. They are 
seldom called to appear before the board at hearings held in regard to 
applications. Their reports upon applications are short personal letters 
mostly to the effect that the applicant is or is not qualified. No forms 
are supplied for the making of reports. Rumors persist that money has 
been paid to procure favorable inspection reports, although the commit- 
.tee was unable to obtain any factual proof thereof. Certainly the oppor- 
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tunity exists. In the minutes of the board there are comments upon the 
drinking or other habits of certain inspectors. Little or no action has been 
taken to follow up such comments. With reference to violations, the in- 
spectors should be given some police powers to make arrests. Their re- 
ports or violations should be followed by an immediate suspension of the 
license and a hearing before the board with reference to the violation. 


Each of the inspectors has a large territory to cover. The number 
of inspectors should be increased. They should all be required to pass 
examinations and should be carefully screened as to habits, integrity, 
honesty and ability. They should be paid a salary commensurate with 
their responsibilities and should be uniformed. They should be present at 
all hearings before the board where their reports are involved. Forms 
should be supplied to them for making full and detailed reports. It is the 
belief of the committee that in this department there is a great deal of 
opportunity for improvement. 


11. Licenses to Retail Liquor Dealers. 


Under the provisions of Chapter 225 and 226, Laws 1947, the number 
of licenses to be thereafter issued is limited by the population of the cities 
or towns in which the licensed dealer intends to operate. 


Chapter 76, Laws 1945, prevents the issuance or renewal of a liquor 
license to any person 


(a) who has been convicted of any crime or misdemeanor opposed to 
morality or decency or the federal or state laws; 


(b) Whose license has been revoked for cause; 
(c) Whose premises do not conform to the provisions of the act; 


(d) Who is not a citizen of the United States and who has not been a 
resident of Montana for at least five years. 


Section 6 of Chapter 84, Laws of 1937, provides as follows: 


“Upon receipt of an application for a license under this act, accom- 
panied by the necessary license fee and bond, the board shall within thirty 
(30) days thereafter, cause to be made a thorough investigation of all 
matters pertaining thereto, and shall determine whether such applicant 
is qualified to receive a license and his premises are suitable for the carry- 
ing on of the business, and whether the requirements of this act and the 
ee and regulations promulgated by the board are met and complied 
with.” 


Regulations 15, 16 and 19 of the State Liquor Control Board provide 
as follows: 


“Regulation No. 15. All licenses issued shall be signed by the ad- 
ministrator or the assistant administrator, and must be posted in a con- 
spicuous place on the premises in respect to which said license or licenses 
are issued. All licenses shall be applicable only to the premises in respect 
to which they were issued. Where a licensee conducts two or more bars, 
which have such inter-communication as will enable patrons to move freely 
from one bar to another without leaving the premises, under his control, 
the various bars shall be regarded as parts of one place of business for 
which but one license is required. 


“Where the proprietor of premises lets to another the privilege of 
selling liquors thereon at two or more bars, which are separated from each 
other by space under the control of the proprietor or any other person, 
such bars shall be regarded as separate places of business and a license 
must be purchased for each bar. 


“One license is not sufficient to cover the operation of two bars on 
the same premises, if the proprietor excludes, for example, negroes from 
the bar reserved for whites, or whites from the bar reserved for negroes. 
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One license is sufficient for one bar at which, for example, both whites 
and negroes are served, notwithstanding the races are separated by a 
partition.” 


“Regulation No. 16. All applications for licenses to sell liquor or 
beer at retail must be made to the board upon blanks supplied by the 
board. Upon receipt of such applications, the board will make, or cause 
to be made, a thorough investigation as to the qualifications of the ap- 
plicant and the suitability of the premises for carrying on such retail 
business. If, upon such investigation, it appears that the applicant is 
qualified under the law and that the premises are suitable for carrying on 
such retail business under the laws of the state and the rules and regu- 
lations of the board, the board will issue the license or licenses. 


“All applications for licenses shall set forth the names of all per- 
sons financially interested or to be interested in such business, if known, 
and the names of all those who afterward become financially interested 
shall be promptly reported to the board and if they are disqualified from 
holding a license under the law, the license of the place in which they be- 
come interested shall be revoked.” 


“Regulation No. 19. In determining the suitability of the premises for 
earrying on such retail business, the board will consider all matters per- 
taining to said premises and the business conducted therein; the board will 
consider the general- reputation of said place of business, the reputation 
and character of the employees conducting said business; whether or not 
the applicant personally conducts and supervises said business or whether 
the applicant entrusts the management and supervision to others; the health 
and sanitary conditions of the premises. For the purpose of determining 
the qualifications of the applicant and suitability of the premises in respect 
to which the license or licenses are applied for, the board may hold hearings, 
hear testimony, consider affidavits and petitions on behalf of both appli- 
eant and protestants. Due and timely notice of such hearing shall be given 
to interested parties as provided herein. 


“The board will consider the same matters and conditions on applica- 
tion for renewal of license as for the original application.” 


It is the belief of the committee that the board has failed to follow 
the law and its own regulations in the following respects; 


(a) The investigation of the applicant is not thorough as required 
by law. 


(b) Applicants with no premises have been granted licenses and re- 
newals thereof, and are holding the same for speculation purposes. This 
is a clear violation of the purposes and intent of the law. 


(c) Non-citizens and non-residents have been granted licenses or 
have been and are now permitted to operate premises with the license in 
the name of straw men. 


(d) The number of permitted licenses under the 1947 law is being 
exceeded by the board. 


The evidence before the committee discloses that actually little or no 
investigation is made either of the applicant beyond his own statements in 
his application. In one flagrant instance, a license was granted to a non- 
citizen now in the federal penitentiary for perjury. When the board dis- 
covered this man was not a citizen it did not revoke the license but per- 
mitted it to be assigned to an employee. In another instance the city of 
Great Falls was issued a beer and liquor license which was several times 
renewed and then assigned. The city, of course, was not qualified to run 
a saloon and never did operate one. In West Yellowstone, many of the 
taverns are owned and operated by residents of Idaho and Utah with the 
licenses in the names of emvloyees. A like situation exists in Hungry 
Horse and Martin City; in Great Falls, Lewistown and also in other cities 
in the state. A total of 28 licenses have been issued within the five-mile 
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area of Coram, a village of two or three hundred people, and more licenses 
are in the offing. 


Inspectors reports regarding these matters have been sidetracked and 
disregarded. 


It seems clear that the law and the regulations should not be flouted 
in this manner. A thorough investigation of the applicant and his premises 
should be made before a license is issued or renewed, or before’any trans- 
fer of a license is permitted. All licenses held for speculation should be 
revoked within 30 days. Where it is found that the actual owner or op- 
erator is a non-resident and the license is in the name of a straw man, 
such licenses should be revoked and those responsible prosecuted. There 
can be no compromise or evasion permitted with respect to the licensing 
laws. 


In addition the law passed by this legislature limiting the issuance of 
additional licenses should and must be observed. If the board is doubtful, 
it should ask the court for a declaratory judgment in the matter. The 
board retains its own attorney and may ask the attorney general and the 
county attorneys for assistance. 


12. Auditing and Examination. 


The Liquor Control Board employs its own accountants. In addition, 
Mr. Webb, an employee of the State Examiner’s office is employed, with 
other state employees, to audit the records of the state warehouse and the 
local stores. Webb is paid a salary by the state and in addition receives 
a per diem expense allowance from the liquor board. A similar per diem 
is paid to the other state accountants. All of the accountants live outside 
Helena and receive their expenses while working .at the state warehouse. 


Exhibit 10, which is the consolidated statement of the Montana State 
Liquor Control Board for the years 1947 and 1948, shows payment by the 
board for store audit and examiners fees as follows:

The amount paid appears to the committee to be excessive. The audit 
is devoted to an examination of purchases, sales and expense. No particu- 
lar examination is made of the original records to determine whether the 
law is being followed in the transactions of the board. The committee 
feels that at least every two years a complete audit and examination of 
all books, records and transactions of the board should be made. Since 
this audit will be primarily for the benefit of the legislature and the peo- 
ple of the state, it should be made by the state at its expense. Recommen- 
dations should be made by the auditors and all infractions of law and 
regulations carefully noted. ; 


No such audit has been made for a period of 8 years. After consulta- 
tion with Governor Bonner and pursuant to the powers given to it, the com- 
mittee has employed independent accountants who are now making a full 
and complete audit of all of the books, records and transactions of the 
board. Its findings and recommendations will be reported to the House 
of Representatives. 


18. Items of General Expense and Travel Expense. 


In Exhibit 10, the consolidated statement for 1947 and 1948 appears 
the following items:

For a period of ten days the committee has sought from the Liquor 
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Control Board an explanation and breakdown of these items. The commit- 
tee desired information as to what expenses were included in the item, 
“General Expenses.” The committee desired to know whether the salary 
of Mr. Wallace as general manager of the Liquor Control Board was in- 
cluded therein. With respect to the item, “Travel Expense,” the commit- 
tee desired to know whether barnstorming trips to conventions were in- 
cluded therein. But none of this information has been given. 


14. W.C. Mitchell, His Letters, and Mr. J. A. Buley. 


On several occasions, Mr. W. C. Mitchell, Helena, Montana, has pub- 
lished and circulated letters concerning criticisms and rumors pertaining 
to the Montana Liquor Control Board and the investigation thereof. He was 
subpoenaed to appear and testify before the committee. He failed to ap- 
pear at the time set and by resolution presented to the House of Repre- 
sentatives, he was cited for contempt of the House. He was arrested and 
presented to the House of Representatives. Thereupon he stated he was 
ready to testify to the committee. He was brought before the committee, 
sworn and testified. ‘His testimony gave the committee no light concern- 
ing the activities of the Montana Liquor Board other than what he had 
been told by Mr. J. A. Buley, who was the administrator for the Montana 
Liquor Board from June 1944 to December 31, 1947 when Mr. Buley was 
relieved of his duties for reasons unexplained to your committee. His 
testimony, Page 10, Line 31, follows: 


“Tierney: 

Where did you get your information? 
A. I told you. 

Q. You got it all from Mr. Buley? 
Alwexes. 7 


During the time Mr. Buley was acting as administrator, Mr. Alley, Mr. 
Brinck, the Egans and Wm. Daniels were enriching their pockets with 
profits from liquor, which profits should have gone to the State of Mon- 
tana. It covered that period of time when Mr. Brinck acquired 770 cases of 
liquor and Mr. L. Sasich received 1,013 cases of liquor from the warehouse. 
His administration also covered the period of time when many other ir- 
regularities, pointed out in this report, occurred. So, no doubt, he is very 
much interested in the result of the investigation, 


Mr. Buley is the same administrator of the Board who is mentioned in 
the testimony of Fred Heinecke and who agreed with Mr. Heinecke that 
he would take back from the First National Bank any liquors, in the stock 
stored by the bank, that could not be disposed of. See Transcript, Line 
32, Page 34 to Line 26, Page 35, as follows: 


“McKenna: 


Q. Now would you have a conference with Mr. Buley at various times 
in connection with liquor transactions? 


A. No, I don’t remember any particular conferences. We would check 
with him occasionally. 


Q. Why would you check? 


A. In order to establish the fact that we were making a loan on liquor 
because our concern was that if anything happened to the loan that we 
would have a way of disposing of it and converting it into cash. 


. And you took Mr. Buley’s word for it that the liquor board would 
take back the liquor? 


A. We would have no trouble taking the liquor back if the costs were 
as high at the time we wanted to dispose of it as at the time we made the 
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loan. That is a chance we were taking, and that wasn’t too much of a 
chance with everything going up. No, I think that is about the only dis- 
cussion we had with Buley. 


Q. Did you ever discuss the matter with any of the members of the 
liquor control board? 


A. I would say no. 

Q. That would be Mr. Corwin, Mr. Wallace, and Mr. Ripple.

Q. You would say you did not? 

A. I would say I did not because I don’t think there would be any 


occasion because we had a good margin of security, and we had the assur- 
ance of Joe (Buley), and we considered it a good loan. It was a closed 
issue.”

RECOMMENDATIONS 


We, your Committee on Liquor Investigation, therefore, beg leave to 
recommend as follows: 


(a) That the administrator under the Liquor Control Act be a busi- 
ness ynan, familiar with merchandising, whose honesty and integrity are 
above reproach. That he be authorized to make all purchases and to gen- 
erally manage the operations of the state warehouse under the supervision 
of the board. 


(b) That the number of personnel and salaries to be paid in local 
eeu be regulated and fixed by the administrator under the supervision of 
the board. 


(c) That all files relating to purchases, sales, and licensing be kept. 
up to date and complete. . 


(d) That there be a complete overhauling of all records of the board 
to the end that such records shall be kept hereafter in accordance with 
law and the regulations of the board under the supervision of the State 
Board of Examiners. 


(e) That there be a thorough and complete audit of all transactions. 
of the board at least once every two years and that the results of such 
audit be reported to the Legislature and the Governor. 


(f) That the number of inspectors be increased, that they pass proper 
examinations and be carefully screened. They should have police powers, 
be uniformed and be paid salaries commensurate with their responsibilities. 


(g) That the laws and regulations relating to Hcensing of retail 
dealers be strictly followed and enforced. That no licenses be permitted to 
be held for speculation, and that no non-resident of the state be permitted 
to own or operate a tavern or saloon. That the board forthwith initiate an 
investigation to determine to what extent the licensing laws are being vio- 
lated, and that all illegal and excessive licenses be revoked. 


(h) That no licenses in excess of the limitations of Chapter 225 
and 226 Laws of 1947 be granted. 


(i) That all purchases of liquor be made through authorized dis- 
tillers and distributors. That no one other than the board be permiited to 
distribute liquor at wholesale within the state. 


(j) That no bank be permitted to store liquor upon its premises and 
that the laws and regulations relative to the storage and distribution of 
liquor be strictly enforced by criminal proceedings if necessary. 


(k) That a further investigation be made of the theft of whiskey from 
the Christy warehouse by Gus Wright Brown. 


(1) That Store or Department A at the state warehouse be forthwith 
abolished and that no liquor be sold from said warehouse at retail or ex- 
cept to the State Liquor stores. 


(m) That the testimony taken and transcribed, and all exhibits per- 
taining thereto and the audit made for the committee, be made a permanent 
public record of the state and filed in the office of the Secretary of State. 


(n) That this committee be not discharged until the completion of the 
audit of the books and records of the Liquor Control] Board and the filing 
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of such audit with the committee, and that said audit and the recommen- 
dations therein contained, be considered as a part of this report. 


(o) That the Attorney General of the State of Montana be furnished 
a copy of this report that he may bring action on any bonds of officers or 
against any individuals who may be responsible for losses to the State of 
Montana through mismanagement or neglect; and that he may bring ap- 
propriate criminal action against the responsible person or persons.

AUDIT REPORT 


December 31, 1948 


To the Liquor Investigating Committee 
of the House of Representatives 
of the State of Montana 


We have examined the balance sheet of the Montana Liquor Control 
Board as of December 31, 1948, and the related statements of income and 
surplus for the year then ended. Our examination was made in accordance 
with generally accepted auditing standards, and accordingly included such 
tests of the accounting records and such other auditing procedures as we 
considered necessary in the circumstances. 


In addition, we were requested by your committee to obtain or verify 
information relative to specific activities, policies, or transactions of the 
Montana Liquor Control Board during the eight-year period from January 
1, 1941, to December 31, 1948. The results of these findings are set forth 
under the respective headings following the balance sheet comments. 


Balance Sheet Comments 


The following comments further explain the items in the order of 
appearance on the balance sheet, Exhibit A. 
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Cash

The amount of cash on deposit with the State Treasurer was verified 
independently by us at the balance sheet date and at the end of each year 
from 1941 as well as at interim dates. The retail stores throughout the 
state deposit their total receipts in local banks to the credit of the State 
Treasurer or purchase post office money orders which are sent to the state 
office of the board. These money orders are deposited to the credit of 
the treasurer in a Helena bank and all deposit advices are assembled as a- 
deposit which is: transmitted to the State Treasurer daily for credit. All 
bills are paid as the transactions are completed, and the cash book is held 
open after the close of the month to record the bills for the month under 
the period incurred. For the purpose of our balance sheet, we have set up 
the accounts payable as of December 31, 1948, and increased the cash bal- 
ance by the corresponding amount of $183,103.48.

This amount is the total of all petty cash funds in the state. Each 
store balance was verified by correspondence with the vendor and the cash 
fund of $100.00 in the central office by actual count. The funds do not 
appear to be excessive in any instance, and the reimbursement procedure 
appears to be adequate. 


Receivables ............ STW Ot Gi he $6,813.91 


The receivables were not verified independently, but all underlying 
documents were examined to determine their authenticity, and the payments 
received subsequent to December 31, 1948, were traced into the cash account. 
Practically all amounts due were paid excepting a claim with the Union 
Pacific Railroad Company in the amount of $458.95, which has been dis- 
puted and will possibly be compromised. 


STOOL IES See ee eee eee $2,784,834.25 


We were not present when the physical inventory in the central ware- 
house in the amount of $1,929,706.15 was taken cn December 31, 1948, but 
we were present and took independently this stock on January 31, 1949. 
This inventory was reconciled through the perpetual inventory records to 
the balance on December 31, 1948. 


We corresponded with the vendors of the stores and received directiy 
from them the following certificate: 


“T certify that I have taken or had taken inventories in my 
custody each month and have reported these inventories ‘to the 
state office of the Montana Liquor Control Board. 


“That to the best of my knowledge and belief the inventories 
so taken were exact and correctly stated the stock on hand with- 
out exception.” 


In addition to the above certificate, the perpetual inventories of the 
stores, maintained in the central office, were checked in detail with physical 
inventories, and the transactions posted during the year were tested in 
order to satisfy ourselves as to the general accuracy of the records. 


The total inventory has been reduced by $102,927.86 to provide for 
possible losses on slow-moving, obsolete, and below-standard stock. This 
provision is 25% of the inventory value of the stock which has a turnover 
of less than once a year. The total inventory was turned over more than 
five times during the year 1948. Included in the total slow-moving stock 
of $411,711.42 is $119,441.83 in stock upon which the selling price has been 
reduced without a corresponding reduction of inventory value to allow a 
margin of profit and selling costs upon sale. Accepted accounting dictates 
that such a margin should be provided. A twenty per cent margin on this 
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merchandise would require a write-down of $25,504.04. This is not neces- 
sary because of the inclusion of the total amount in the provision for slow- 
moving merchandise previously explained.

For the purposes of this report the depreciation which has been credited 
to the fixed asset accounts, thus reducing the balance, has been set up sep- 
arately in order to show the gross investment and the depreciation pro- 
vided since acquisition. The exception is the investment in the outside 
stores, which information was not available without more work than we felt 
was justified for the result obtained. The information is, however, obtain- 
able if desired from the state offices of the board. 


The additions to the asset accounts appear to be proper capital charges, 
and it does not appear that any permanent equipment or improvements 
have been charged to expense accounts.

The prepaid expenses were verified by computation and examination of 
the underlying documents supporting the expenditures. The supplies in- 
ventories appeared to be properly and carefully taken and priced. We did 
not verify these inventories by physical check in their entirety but made, 
in our opinion, adequate tests.

As explained under the heading of Cash, the liabilities were increased 
by us to reflect the expenses incurred prior to December 31, 1948, but paid 
for after that date by checks dated December 31, 1948. This rearrangement 
was made in order to more exactly set forth the financial condition of the 
board on that date. Excepting $131.67, all amounts were paid prior to the 
time of our examination and all appeared to be for merchandise or expenses 
incurred in the conduct of the business. 


Undistributed ss Protitses = ee ee $3,927,590.75 


The undistributed profit of the Montana Liquor Control Board increased 
from $1,107,730.88 on January 1, 1941, to the above amount of December 
31, 1948, and in addition there was transferred to the Staté Treasurer 
$14,661,740.69 during the eight-year period.

The large withdrawal in 1948 was possible because of the smaller in- 
ventory requirement. The reverse was true in 1944 and 1945 when the in- 
ventory was being increased. 


The statement of income, exhibit B, sets forth in some detail the items 
of income and expense for the calendar year 1948. The net income of 
$2,546,067.73 is after giving effect to the surplus charges and credits on 
the books of accounts and the provision for slow-moving stock as previ- 
ously explained. The debits to the surplus account on the books, in addi- 
tion to the Ron Toro Rum price adjustment of $29,109.71 was in the amount 
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of $742.69 for a refund of floor tax. This amount was netted with the 
credit adjustments of $5,287.40 on the accompanying. exhibit B. Of the lat- 
ter amount, $4,013.79 was an insurance premium refund in connection with 
the Rumpf warehouse deal. 


All transactions should be handled through the profit and loss account 
or explained in considerable detail if it is decided to put the amount di- 
rectly into the surplus account which practice is generally frowned upon 
by accountants. 


During the year 1948 and in previous years, merchandise was reduced 
in price to sell at less than cost without a corresponding reduction in the 
inventory account. The reduction in the inventory was effected at the 
end of the year by an adjustment of all differences between the book and 
physical inventory. Good accounting practice requires that all major ad- 
justments be entered on the books when they occur, and also that they be 
clearly set forth and not consolidated or concealed by a charge to the cost 
of goods sold.

As previosly explained, in addition to our examination of the balance 
sheet of the Montana Liquor Control Board as of December 31, 1948, we 
were requested to obtain additional information which is set forth and ex- 
plained under the several headings.

Due to the erroneous method of computing the 8% excise tax levied 
by the State of Montana on the gross liquor sales in the state, the Montana 
Liquor Control Board lost, by failing to add on to the sales price, an esti- 
mated $2,100,000.00 in revenue during the period from January 1, 1941, 
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to December 31, 1948. The excise tax was computed on 8% of the cost of 
the merchandise exclusive of some federal taxes rather than on 8% of the 
retail selling price as provided in the law. This resulted in approximately 
3% of the 8% being lost. In other words, about 5% was collected from 
purchasers of the liquor, and the balance was paid by the board from 
other income. The reason for this error is not clear, as the board paid 
at least 8% to the State Treasurer at all times, and were therefore aware 
of the cost. As early as September 18, 1941, the minutes disclose that after 
a rather lengthy discussion, it was decided and unanimously carried that the 
mark-up on the liquor would remain at the present rate of 58% on the 
delivered cost. The law requires that, “the Montana Liquor Control Board 
shall retain the amount of such excise tax received in a separate account 
and shall deposit with the State Treasurer, to the credit of the general 
fund, such sums so collected and received not later than the (10th) day of 
each and every month.” If this sentence as to handling of the fund had 
been complied with, the deficiency would have been apparent without com- 
putation as only 5% was collected. The law clearly states that “the 
Montana Liquor Control Board is hereby authorized and directed to charge, 
receive, and collect at the time of the sale and delivery of any liquor—an 
excise tax at the rate of “eight percentum of the retail selling price” on all 
liquor so sold and delivered. (Italics in the law). In view of the above, it 
would appear that the failure in compliance was known. We did not com- 
pute the above deficiency exactly, as it cannot be recovered and therefore 
did not justify the expenditure of time required. The amount of $2.100,- 
000.00 is, however, a conservative estimate of the total loss, any correction 
of detail would be an addition rather than a deduction. 


Excessive Payment of Excise Tax , 
to theyState: Preasurer 8.) eters Oe rae $263,020.85 


While the board was failing to collect the 8% excise tax as required, 
they were for the period from January 1, 1941, to December 31, 1944, paying: 
the State Treasurer 8.69% of the sales. This error was due to the method 
of computing the 8% tax. The calculations were made on the gross sale 
including the tax rather than on the amount of the liquor sale. In other 
words, the board paid the State Treasurer 8% on the 8% tax. 


The method of computing the tax payment to the State Treasurer was 
corrected during the year 1945, and since that date the tax payment has 
been correct although the correction of the imposition of the tax as ex- 
plained above was not made until May, 1947. 


Excise Tax Paid for Privileged Purchasers ........ $61,532.26 


During the war period and after when distilled spirits were difficult to 
obtain, certain individuals purchased liquor outside of the State of Montana 
and by agreement with the Montana Liquor Control Board brought the 
merchandise into Montana by paying the 58% mark up as required by the 
board. The 8% was to take care of the 8% tax as previously explained but 
being computed on cost amounted to approximately 5% of the sales price. 
This resulted in a deficiency of about 8% which was paid to the State 
Treasurer from other income of the board. 


Loss on December 29, 1948 Purchase ..........000002.222.... $152.49 


On December 29, 1948, voucher No. F 9870 was issued in the amount 
of $2,058.60 to J. L. Bjorstad, a lumber dealer in Glasgow, Montana, who 
does not hold a liquor license for 564 bottles of Caballero Brandy at $3.65 
per fifth. The brandy was shipped to Butte for disposition and sold at the 
same price, $3.65 per fifth. The state, therefore, paid and lost the 8% 
excise tax on the transaction. The 8% lost on the transaction amounts to 
$0.27 per bottle or a total of $152.49.

Store A is located in the central warehouse in Helena and was orig- 
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inally set up to handle purchases of the employees in the building. During 
the war years it was used as a clearing house to collect the 58% mark-up 
for liquors brought into the state outside of the board. It appears it was 
also used to supply liquor for special purposes such as conventions and 
privileged individuals. 


In 1945 the records disclose that 147,002 units were dispensed through 
Store A, at a total price of $705,972.59. The sales slips available indicated 
the following disposition.

Carrier Losses 


Carrier losses during the years when liquor rationing was in effect 
were unusually large and your committee requested that we make a com- 
plete check of the claims during the period with particular reference to the 
claims of the Independent Motor Carriers and Daniels Freight Lines, both 
operated by William Daniels of Butte. 


It was the policy of the board to accept payment for losses, without 
further investigation, during the time liquors were rationed. The amounts 
were usually adjusted by insurance companies or claim agents, who, if 
making further investigation into the cause of the loss or the disposition 
of the merchandise, did not report, or were not requested to furnish such 
information to the board. 


During the years in addition to breakage, the Daniels lines reported 
the following shortages:

During the period from January 1, 1946 to October 21, 1946, the fol- 
lowing information was available for comparison between the companies 
carrying 93% of the outgoing freight. In this tabulation, the Daniels Lines 
record was consistently poor and for the most part the losses were of 


rationed merchandise.

There was no evidence made available to us that would indicate that 
any of the losses were fictitious, despite rumors of misdirected merchan- 
dise. There was, however, evidence of partiality and continued favoritism 
after the losses were called to the attention of the administrator. The 
above schedule is a copy of such a report from the files. 


In 1946 two major robberies were reported by the Independent Motor 
Carriers, both at Great Falls. On January 8, 1946, a claim was filed for 
26 cases of whiskey reported stolen from a truck parked by the retail store 
and broken into during the night. The investigation was reported by an 
insurance company. 


On May 29, 1946, claims were filed for 57 cases of whiskey shipped 
from Helena to Great Falls. The carrier reported that the warehouse at 
Great Falls was broken into and the whiskey stolen. The amount was 
paid in two installments and no evidence supported the claim. 


There was also reported by the same carrier a loss of 11 cases and 5 
bottles shipped to store No. 2 in Butte on October 14, 1946 and a seven- 
case shortage on October 16, 1946, in a shipment to Lewistown. 


OUTSIDE DEALERS 


During the rationing period, a considerable amount of liquor was 
brought into the state by outside interests, as previously explained. While 
the transactions were carried through the books of the board, it did not 
necessarily follow that the merchandise was received and dispensed by 
them. In many cases, the shipments were direct to the wholesaler or 
purchaser. In some instances, the transactions were financed by banks 
and third parties and the merchandise held as security for the loans. 


The largest of such wholesalers or operators was Kenneth Egan and 
Associates and his suecessor, Thomas Alley. The quantity of liquor 
acquired by him through Store A is set forth above. In some instances, it 
appears that liquor distributed by these groups was designed as having 
gone to other names apparently used fictitiously. 


Notations on the documents would indicate that some of the mer- 
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chandise received by Egan and his associates, was charged to the Montana 
Liquor Control Board’s quota from the distillery. 


LICENSES 


The licenses issued during the past several years since the enactment 
of the quota laws in 1947 were examined in some detail. Without going 
-into details to each license, the situation in Hungry Horse, Coram and 
Martin City, Flathead County and West Gallatin, in Gallatin County 
appear to be in violation as to quota and as to residential requirements, 
if the enforcement officer’s reports are correct. In the case of Martin 
City, the board control card shows a quota of 2 beer and liquor licenses and 
one beer license and eleven licenses issued. The Mint Bar license is dated 
August 26, 1948, and Boyer’s Place, August 27, 1948. Both would appear 
in violation of the quota and were originally refused on this ground. The 
application for the license issued to J. H. Libin each year since 1944 at 
the Burke Tropical Room in Lewistown, Montana, appears to be signed 
differently each of the five years. 


LOSSES 


The actual loss resulting from price reductions together with other 
large losses resulting from Montana Liquor Control Board transactions 
are as follows:

A typical illustration of the losses in (a) above is for the transactions 
with respect to Moreira Tawny Port. 


On September 15, 1944, this item which had a cost of $1.48 per bottle, 
was reduced in price to $1.50 per bottle. At a price of $1.50, a loss of 
$0.09 was sustained on each bottle sold at that price after providing for the 
8% excise tax. On September 15, 1944, the warehouse inventory contained 
233,043 bottles of this merchandise which at $0.09 per bottle resulted in a 
loss of $20,973.87. Later reductions further increased this loss. 


In connection with this item, the warehouse inventory card indicated 
reduction in price on August 1, 1944 of from $2.36 per bottle to $1.75 per 
bottle. During the pericd, August 3, 1944 to September 9, 1944 the ware- 
house inventory card indicated that 184,556 bottles of this item were re- 
ceived to be sold at $1.75 per bottle. The gross margin at $1.75 per bottle 
after providing for the 8% excise tax was only $0.14 before cost of handling, 
transportation to stores, and selling costs. To acquire the 184,556 bottles 
required an expenditure of some $273,000.00 with about $78,000.00 already 
invested in this particular brand. 


The losses in (a) have been computed only on stock in the warehouse, 
and therefore does not include losses on similar merchandise on hand at 
the various retail stores, as time did not permit the additional verification. 
Costs of handling as well as transportation costs to retail stores are not 
included. 


ACCOUNTING FOR LOSSES 
(a) The books of account do not reflect losses incurred by reason of 
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inventory reductions below cost, as such, except for (e) above which was 
charged to “profit and loss” in 1948 but was not set up as a separate item 
in the 1948 report of the Montana Liquor Control Board. The price reduc- 
tions except for this one exception were included in an omnibus entry at. 
the end of the year, and as a result was charged as a cost to the various 
retail stores throughout the state. In other words, the losses incurred were 
deducted as a cost of merchandise sold to the retail public instead of being 
set up as a loss of the central office. 


(b) The loss on sale of inventories to L. Alpern amounting to $67,- 
457.19 was not set up as a separate loss on the books of account, but was 
instead entered as a cost of sales made to the retail public throughout the 
state. This was accomplished by spreading the loss to the individual stores 
through the “cost of sales” account and thereby making this loss a part 
sae total cost of sales for each store as compared to a loss of the central 
office. 


(c) Loss on inventory returned to Berke Brothers was not reflected 
on the books of account as such but was instead added as a cost of ware- 
house inventory, and then at the end of the year charged as a cost of sales 
to the retail stores similarly to (a) and (b) above. 


(d) Loss on settlement of claim with M. H. Brotman was reflected 
on the books of account as a separate loss by a charge to “profit and loss” 
but was not set up as such in the annual report of the Montana Liquor 
Control Board. 


GENERAL 


In 1945 the gross profit on sales reached the low of 19.51%, a reduc- 
tion of 12% from the high in 1941 and 4.86% below the 1948 margin. The 
percentages for each year follows:

The low percentages were due to large extent to charge-offs direct 
to the cost of goods sold, and to additional federal taxes on which no profit 
was made. As previously explained, charge-offs should be shown sep- 
arately. We have also previously explained how the failure to collect excise 
taxes which had to be paid out of income, reduced the margin. 


In our computations, we determined several instances where errors in 
billing outside accommodation purchases were expensive to the board. In 
two such instances, the error cost the board $1,852.80 in revenue. 


In the 1948 annual report, the opening balance in the undistributed 
profits or surplus account was not the same as the closing balance at De- 
cember 31, 1947. These amounts should either be identical or the difference 
reconciled. 


In 1944 there was a debit entry to the warehouse inventory of $133,- 
980.50 and in 1945 a credit entry of $140,385.51 to the same account, or a 
total of undetermined differences between the two years of $274,366.01. 
This difference, which may include many corrections, is too large to be 
explained by generalizations. All journal entries should carry complete 
explanations and justifications. This also applies to approximately 
$300,000.00 in adjustments to the stores during the eight years. 


In our opinion, the accompanying balance sheet and statement of in- 
come present fairly the financial position of the Montana Liquor Control 
Board at December 31, 1948, and the results of its operations for the year 
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then ended in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles, 
except as otherwise commented upon elsewhere in this report.

May I respectfully direct your attention to House Bill 106 relating to 
unemployment compensation benefits, I sincerely believe that the Senate 
has amended this measure to such an cxtent that the bill is entitled to recon- 
sideration; and I hope the House of Representatives will send the pro- 
posal to conference, so that it may be re-appraised, 


Let me review: 


The original proposal, as submitted to the House, which I believe was 
equitable and just, called for increasing the highest maximum weekly bene- 
fit amount from the present $18 to $26, and increasing the duration of 
possible benefits from 16 weeks to 26 weeks. There was a provision for 
reducing the 2-week waiting period to one week, and adding what appeared 
to me to be very equitable minor, additional dependents’ allowances. There 
were additional provisions for the protection of the fund, increasing the 
so-called floor and ceiling. 


In committee, and by vote of the House of Representatives, about 75 
per cent of the monetary costs of this improved program was killed; and 
the measure, as sent to our Senate, provided only for an increase in the 
possible weekly duration from 16 to 20 weeks. 


Last evening the Senate removed the additional duration, leaving only 
the very minor increase in the highest possible benefit amount—from $18 
to $20. 


I am advised that the average payment over the country today is ap- 
proximately $20, and the only improvement in this law, as now provided 
in House Bill 106, would be to bring the highest possible payment in 
Montana to the average payment in the country. 


The removal of the additional 4-week possible duration will be a seri- 
ous blow to the economy of this state, more particularly west of the con- 
tinental divide. The Unemployment Compensation Commission advises me 
there are more than 12,000 unemployed in Montana today, and that ap- 
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proximately 40 percent of these 12,000 are located in six Montana counties 
west of the divide—Missoula, Lake, Flathead, Lincoln, Ravalli and Sanders. 
This is brought about by the virtual shutdown of the logging industry. 
That industry is facing a serious emergency, even when snow melts, by the 
choking of our roads into the timber areas, by flood conditions, and some 
indication of a mild slackening of business. 


Hundreds of these individuals will be on relief and in serious condition 
before the end of next month because their entitlement will expire, unless 
our legislators reconsider and return this proposal, as passed by the House 
of Representatives, to a possible duration of 20 weeks. 


I am further advised by the Unemployment Compensation Commission 
that the reserves held by the state for this purpose are fully adequate to 
meet this increased liberalization, and today amount to some 29 million, 
500 thousand dollars. 


A recent checkup would indicate that approximately 90 per cent of all 
benefit checks forwarded by the commission in recent weeks have been 
eashed in stores and banks, so that it is reasonable to consider that these 
payments are taking care of a large part of the current grocery bills of 
the workers in these western counties. 


I most sincerely hope that both houses can reconsider this proposal and 
return the measure to at least the approval of the House of Representa- 
tives, placing the highest possible weekly benefit at $20 and the longest 
possible duration at 20 weeks. It is, of course, too late to reconsider the 
other meritorious provisions of the bill which have already been killed. 


Forty states already pay benefits for 20 weeks or more. Is Montana to 
remain in the eight states paying less than 20 weeks? Most sincerely I 
hope not. 


I would further suggest that, if possible, the emergency clauses be 
“added to this bill so that it becomes effective March 10, rather than March 


31 as now provided,

Returned herewith is House Bill No. 154 entitled: 


“An act permitting actions on tort claims against the State of Mon- 
tana and describing the practice and procedure therefor,” 


without my approval and objections thereto. 


This bill opens wide the door for a multiplicity of law suits against 
the state. It undoubtedly meets the fondest dreams of lawyers and liti- 
gants for the reason that it leaves the state wholly unable to defend itself 
because the Legislature has not provided an appropriation therein with 
which the Attorney General of this State can employ counsel to defend the 
law suits which this bill would permit to be filed. 


Where the state may be sued it appears that the state should be given 
ample protection to defend itself against such suits. As matters now 
stand the state would be utterly defenseless against a multiplicity of suits 
because the Attorney General with his present appropriation can only em- 
ploy sufficient attorneys to handle the ordinary legal business of the state. 
Undoubtedly if this bill were to become law the next session of the Legisla- 
ture would be at its wits end to find revenue enough to meet the judg- 
ments rendered against the State. 
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From a practical standpoint it should be observed that the State of 
Montana has liability insurance covering every vehicle owned by it which 
gives to those who are injured because ot the negligence of the operacor the 
right to sue in the same manner as though individuals were concerned. 
Furthermore, meritorious claims will undoubtedly be paid when presented 
to the Legislature where no insurance is involved. 


If we are to permit the state to be sued on every type of action imagin- 
able then the Legislature should set up machinery whereby chese law su-ts 
may be handled, together with a sufficient appropriation for the Attorney 
General so that he may protect the interests of the state. The provisions 
to safeguard the state herein enumerated are utterly lacking in the present 


bill.

Present law sets forth the hours when beer and liquor establishments 
shall be closed to business. 


The present bill would undoubtedly cause confusion and render vexa- 
tious the enforcement of the present law which would result in ineif.cient 
enforcement. 


The retailing of liquor and beer is of course a legal business in Mon- 
tana and the owners of these establishments should be given the same 
rights as are given to the operators of other businesses in this state. To 
take from a person his opportunity of obeying the law produces lawle3s- 
ness in the end. 


The present law is specific as to when these establishments shall close 
and laws in repetition do not insure their enforcement because only action 
on the part of conscientious public officials will achieve this result.

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INTRODUCTION OF BILLS 


Substitute Senate Bill for Substitute House Bill No. 161, introduced by 
Committee on Education, was introduced, read first and second times and 
referred to the Committee on Education: A bill for an act entitled: “An 
act providing equalization of financial distribution for all elementary and 
secondary schools in order to maintain a uniform system of free public 
schools;_providing schedules for determining support of foundation finan- 
cial program for public elementary and secondary schools; providing for 
abolishment of state public school general fund; providing for a change 
of name for the state common school equalization fund; providing that the 
State Board of Education shall administer the state public school equaliza- 
tion fund; providing for the raising of school revenues by school district 
and county taxes and for payments by the state in support of the public 
schools within prescribed limits; providing for restrictions on _ school 
budgets; providing for applications for approval of isolated schools and for 
action thereon by the county budget board and county superintendent of 
schools; providing for elections to vote upon extra levies; providing the 
method of distribution of school funds; providing for notice by state super- 
intendent if state fund is inadequate; providing for resolution to issue and 
for issuance of warrants when a deficiency exists in state aid; providing 
- the method of payment of such warrants; amending sections of the Revised 
Codes of Montana of 1935, and of the Session Laws as follows: Seccion 
1019.19, 1202, as amended by Chapter 273, Laws of 1947, 1219 and 1263.5, 
as last amended by Section 1, Chapter 280, Laws of 1947, and repealing all 
acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith.” 


THIRD READING OF BILLS 


House Bill No. 420 being a constitutional amendment, and having been 
read three several times, history and title agreed to, was passed by the 
necessary two-thirds vote of the entire membership of the House as re- 
quired by Section 9 of Article 19 of the State Constitution, and in com- 
pliance with the provisions thereof, the bill is set forth in its entirety, in- 
cluding Senate Amendments thereto, as follows: 


HOUSE BILL NO. 420 
Introduced by Harlow by Request 


A bill for an act entitled: “An act to provide for the submission to 
the qualified electors of the State of Montana of an amendment to Section 
6, Article XIII of the Constitution of the State of Montana, relating to 
the limitation of indebtedness of liability of school districts, cities, towns, 
or townships.” 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. That Section 6, of Article XIII of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be amended as hereinafter provided, and that the ques- 
tion of such amendment be submitted to the qualified electors of the State 
at the General Election to be held in November, 1950. 


Section 2. That Section 6, of Article XIII of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be, and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 6. No city, town, township or school district shall be allowed 
to become indebted in any manner or for any purpose to an amount, in- 
cluding existing indebtedness, in the aggregate exceeding five per centum 
(5%) of the value of the taxable property therein, to be ascertained by 
the last assessment for State and County taxes previous to the incurring 
of such indebtedness, and all bonds or obligations in excess of such amount 
given by or on behalf of such city, town, township or school district shall 
be void; provided, however, that the Legislative Assembly may extend the 
limit mentioned in this section, by authorizing municipal corporations to 
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submit the question to a vote of the taxpayers affected thereby, when such 
increase is necessary to construct a sewerage system or to procure a supply 
of water for such municipality which shall own and control said water 
supply and devote the revenues derived therefrom to the payment of the 
debt.” 


Section 3. This amendment shall be submitted to the qualified electors 
of the State of Montana by being placed upon an official ballot provided for 
by Chapter 67, Revised Codes of Montana, 1935, as amended by Chapter 
81, Session Laws of Montana, 1939, and as amended by Chapters 67 and 
141, Session Laws of Montana, 1947, and as provided by law, and there 
shall be printed on such ballot the title of this act and the following 
words:

He was married 
to Elbea Seety and from that union came three children. He died at 
Conrad, Montana, September 15, 1948. 


JOHN O. HIGHAM 


John O. Higham, former Carbon county member of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, who served in the i9th session in 1925, died in Billings, Mon- 
tana, on Feoruary 9, 1949. Mr. Higham was born in Lanesboro, Minnesota. 
He came to Montana in 1890, working on the Great Northern Railroad 
for a time, after which he spent two years in California. He returned to 
Montana at which time he rode the range for a time. After a visit to his 
birthplace, he returned to Montana again and located in Absarokee as a 
store salesman. From there he moved to Joliet and engaged in the sheep 
business and mercantile business before moving to Beliry in 1906, where 
he went into the banking business. In 1905 he married Jennie Wight, who 
preceded him in death in 1941. Surviving him are a daughter, Mrs. Glen 
Helmann of Hardin, and three sons, Jack W., Weldon O., and Robert A., all 
of Belfry. He was a member of the Masons, Elks, and Modern Woodmen 
and of the Republican party. 


PETER V. JACKSON 


Peter V. Jackson was born in Sterling, Montana, on January 6, 1890. 
The son of pioneer parents, he operated a wheat ranch in addition to rais- 
ing livestock and being a mine official. He was a Madison County chair- 
man of the Producing and Marketing Association, and was president oi the 
Revenue Mine Developing Cooperation at Norris, and was a former officer 
of the Madison County Mine Association. He served in the 25th session 
of the Legislature as a representative from Madison County. He was a 
member of the Democratic party and the Elks. He was married to Bessi 
Portia McLean and was the father of four children. He died in Norris, 
Montana, on February 5, 1948. 


JOHN RAY QUIGLEY, SR. 


John Ray Quigley, Sr., was born at Blackfoot City, now called Ophir, in 
Powell County on October 24, 1877. His father, John R. Quigley, and 
mother, Katherine Quigley, were pioneers of early’ Montana. He was, by 
profession, a rancher and cattleman. He was a member of the Roman 
Catholic church and of the Democratic party. He was the father of three 
children, Mrs. H. H. Kitroy, John R. Quigley, Jr., and Clifford J. Quigley, 
who survive him. Mr, Quigley attended district school at Ophir and Helena 
Business College. He served in the House of Representatives as a repre- 
sentative from Powell County during the 9th Legislative Assembly. He 
died at Butte, Montana, on December 12, 1947. 


ROBERT J. WOOD 


Robert J. Wood was born in Minot, North Dakota, on January 27, 1883. 
He attended the elementary and high schools of Minot. He was graduated 
from the University of North Dakota with a degree in pharmacy. He 
moved to Winnett, Montana, on January 15, 1914, and established himself 
in the drug business. He was a member of the Democratic party, the 
Masonic and Eastern Star, as well as a member of the Methodist church.

WHEREAS, Indian war veterans and non-veterans of the several In- 
dian reservations of the State of Montana have requested the help of this 
Legislative Assembly in urging the Congress of the United States to enact 
suitable legislation to enable the Indian to enjoy the rights, duties and 
privileges of full citizenship; and 


WHEREAS, a large majority of the Indians of Montana have now 
reached or attained educational standards that fit them to manage their 
own affairs; and 


WHEREAS, individual allotments are now held in trust by the gov- 
ernment of the United States irrespective of the competency of the In- 
dian; and 


WHEREAS, many Indians are now, and have been for many years 
engaged in various occupations and trades, both on and off the reserva- 
tions, but are still carried on the rolls of the several reservations as wards 
of the government, and as such denied the right to operate their own 
business, to cbtain loans on their lands, or to sell or dispose of the same, 
and in like manner, Indian veterans are now denied the right to obtain 
G.I. loans on their lands, thus depriving them of the benefits offered other 
veterans by the Veterans’ Administration; and 


WHEREAS, the present policy of the Bureau of Indian Affairs, in 
interpreting the status of the Indian under the existing acts of Congress 
tend to restrict rather than advance the self-reliant capabilities of the In- 
dian; 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, by the House of Representa- 
tives of the Thirty-First Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, 
that we expressly urge the Congress of the United States to enact proper 
legislation to enable the competent Indians to enjoy all the rights, duties 
and privileges of full citizenship now enjoyed by all other citizens of the 
United States of America.

For trailers and semi-trailers of three (8) ton and less than four (4) 
ton capacity, Thirty Dollars ($30.00); 


For trailers and semi-trailers of four (4) ton up to five (5) ton capa- 
city, Thirty-five Dollars ($385.00); 


For trailers and semi-trailers over Five (5) ton capacity, One Hundred

A truck, trailer or semi-trailer carrying over five (5) tons and up to 
and including ten (10) tons for ten (10) days, Ten Dollars ($10.00); 


A truck, trailer, or semi-trailer carrying ten (10) tons or more for 
ten (10) days, Twenty Dollars ($20.00). 


Or all trucks, trailers or semi-trailers may secure a license for three 
(3) months for twenty-five per cent (25%) of the regular tax set forth in 
Section 1 of this act; or for six (6) months for fifty per cent (50%) of the 
regular tax set forth in said Section 1.

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to amend section 1882.2 of the Revised Codes of Montana of 1935, as 
amenaed by Chapter 109 of the Laws ot Montana of i941, by Chapter 91 
of the Laws of Montana of 1943, and by Chapter 128 of the Laws of 
Montana ot 1945, relating to state oil and gas leases, the area to be leased, 
limitations, term of leases and extension thereof, and agreements for the 
pooling ot acreage with others tor the operations for the production of oil 
or gas, or both; to amend Section 1882.3 of the Revised Codes of Montana 
of 19385, relating to state oil and gas leases, rentals, therefor, filing fee, 
contiguity ot land leased, cancellation and renewal thereof; to amend Sec- 
tion 1882.4 of the Revised Codes of Montana of 1935, relating to state oil 
and gas leases, royalty reserved to the state, and time of payment and com- 
putation thereof; to amend Section 1882.6 of the Revised Codes of Montana 
of 1935, relating to state oil and gas leases, work required by the lessee 
thereunder, extension of time, and modification of existing leases; to amend 
Section 1582.8 of the Revised Codes of Montana of 1935, relating to amend- 
ment of existing state oil and gas leases;” without my approval and with 
objections thereto. 


This is a unique bill in that its main objective has not been a point of 
controversy either in the Legislature or by the very terms of the bill, but 
on the contrary the other provisions of the bill appear to be contradictory 
and uncertain. Furthermore some of the other provisions of the bill have 
been openly declared unconstitutional by the Attorney General of this State. 


The right of the State should always be plain especially where that 
right involves its school lands which are so necessary to the support of our 
public schools. Under the present bill one cannot convince himself, that 
taken as a whole, it will not be detrimental to the interests of the State. 


Because of the foregoing facts it appears to me, without question, that 
this type of legislation should be deferred for some future time when the 
State and its benefactors can agree on proposed legislation which will pro- 
mote the interests of the State as well as the oil and gas producers.

mission or the State Board of Examiners. The bill therefore would vio- 
late the spirit of our present laws which puts a burden on the State Board 
of Examiners to approve all appointments which coordinates our execu-
